A record number of bids for (he six- 


story structure were opened Friday be- 
fore more than SO contractors and city 
officials. The city hall is the first phase 
In a planned $2.2. building for police and 
municipal offices. 


The $1,600,000 estimated price tag was 


several hundred thousand dollars above 
what the city had estimated, according 
to Mayor Herbert Bchrel. He added that 
the city might be able to reduce the total 
cost of the building by eliminating some 
features. 


BIDS WERE opened for general, elec- 


trical, plumbing and heating contractors. 


More than 35 firms bid on various as- 
pects of the projects. 


The bids will be reviewed by the archi- 


tectural firm of Holmes and Fox and 
presented to the city's building and 
grounds committee Monday for consid- 
eration. 


Behrcl said that the committee which 


is headed by Aid. Joseph Szabo (1), will 
probably recommend the three lowest 
bidders to the city council at their next 
meeting on Aug. 20. He said a contract 
might be awarded at that time. 


He said the city will begin preparing to

It Is well known In Cook County that 


the saloon element has dominated the 
village politics for years. Last spring, 
Mr. Lawson, the Socialist candidate, was 
elected mayor by a large majority. His 
victory was brought about by an anti- 
saloon vote. 


THE PLOT THICKENS: 
Lawson said the people were with him. 
"I held an open house the other night," 


continued Lawson, "and more than 100 
callers urged me to drive the saloons out 
bodily next Spring. The good people are 
all with me." 


While a reporter was doing some re- 


search on Des Plaines, and what the 
town was like during the early 1900s, he 
found a few old newspaper clippings 
from "The Chicago Examiner" on the 
Lawson scandal. The above story was 
reprinted, only no conclusion was avail- 
able. But a few Des Plaines old-timers 
supplied the reporter with a possible con- 
clusion, They said, during that era, the 
town was divided between the "wets" 
and the "drys." They also sold the 
"wets" won, the saloons stayed, and 
Lawson disappeared shortly after the big 
showdown and was never heard from 
again.

dormitory," said John "but I think he 
would still like to return home." 


The $12 a month that the post sends 


helps pay for Bonifacio's schooling, 
clothing, food and housing at the Phllli- 


plne Christian College. The college and 
the adopted child program is run by the 
Christian Children's Fund. 


"Twelve dollars goes a long way," 


John said. 


But, because of the tight money situ- 


ation, the post is finding it harder and 
harder to save up as much as they have 
in the past. 


"People think twice before hiring," he 


said. The post does yard work and "pro- 
fessional floor maintenance" for a dona- 
tion, John said. The money, he added, Is 
used for Bonifacio's support and post ac- 
tivities. 


AT PRESENT, the boys are saving a 


little extra for Bonifacio's birthday 
which is coming up soon, John said. 
"They say its best not to send a present 
because of the high postage," he ex- 
plained. 


So the boys are sending the money to 


the college, where someone will purchase 
whatever item the boys decide to give 
their child. 


"He likes games played with balls," 


John said. The post is considering buying 
Bonifacio a soccer ball or football. "We 
want to buy him something he could use 
with the other boys," John said. 


John said the post was afraid that if 


they sent Bonifacio a catcher's mitt or 
some item that could be used by only one 
boy, the other children would be resent- 
ful. 


Bonifacio also enjoys collecting stamps, 


John added. "I imagine the collection 
couldn't be too big," he said. Bonifacio 
gets all his stamps from letters the boys 
write or from the college. 


JOHN SAID that the child is not the 


only one who benefits. 


"The scouts have the satisfaction "of 


helping other people who need it," he 
said, "We feel that It is a great privilege 
and opportunity to help another person in 
this way," 


"It expresses our Christian love to oth- 


er people and helps them, but does not 
directly Involve us." We couldn't get 
over there even if we wanted to, be ex- 
plained. 


Mill Street residents ask for rezoning

Residents in the Mill Street River Road 


area are petitioning the city council to 
rezone or not rezone their multiple-fami- 
ly housing district located just northwest 
of the downtown area. 


Sixty-one persons from River Street, 


Dei. Plaines Avenue (River Road) and 
Mill Street signed petitions circulated by 
former mayoral candidate Burton Kos- 
men asking the area be rezoned for 
single-family dwellings and "to halt any 
present or future attempts by realtors, 
builders or other interested parties to 
construct multiple family dwellings..." 


Kosmen's petition was in response to a 


pro-multiple family zoning petition sub- 
mitted by 14 Mill Street residents to Aid. 
Joseph Szabo (1st). 


A NUMBER OF petitions have been 


signed and submitted to local, and state 
officials recently by Kosmen and other 
residents. They have objected to the "im- 
pacting" of the area (additional multi- 
family buildings) and asked for a mora- 
torium on sewer permits in the section. 


The area comprising several blocks 


was one of many neighborhoods on the 


periphery of downtown Des Plaines re- 
zoned in 1967 from single family to mul- 
tiple family districts. 


Kosmen has charged that residents 


were not given a voice when the rezoning 
was considered by the city council and 
zoning board. City officials say other- 
wise. 


"They were given plenty of voice," 


sold Mayor Herbert Behrel at a recent 
press conference. "The rezoning of all 
those areas took months and we held a 
number of public hearings." 


"The residents were generally In 


agreement (with rezoning the area)," 
said Aid. Ewald Swanson (6th) who was 
in office at the time and attended the 
various hearings. "I think their criticism 
that they weren't given a voice is very 
unfair. The hearings went on for six 
months; it was in the papers all the 
time." 


Swanson said he was very surprised to 


find out residents were petitioning to 
have the area rezoned. "I haven't seen 
the petitions yet but we win discuss them 
when they get to our committee." 


BOTH SETS of petitions have been re- 


ferred to Swanson's municipal devel- 
opment committee for further study. 


City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach, who re- 


ceived the petitions prior to last week's 
city council meeting, pointed out that all 
but 10 of the people who signed Kos- 
men's petition already live in multiple 
family housing units. 


Sixty-one of Kosmen's petitioners live 


at 1633 Mill St.; 18 live at 659 Des 
Plaines Ave. (River Road). 


The 14 asking to remain under multiple 


family zoning are single family resi- 
dents. 


"R-5 (multiple family) is a valid zon- 


ing for that area," said City Planner Mi- 
chael Richardson. "R-5 provides a num- 
ber of things. You have a fairly large 
residential area in a number of units 
close to the downtown area. 


"The people in those units provide a 


market for the downtown shopping area 
and a labor supply. They are also close 
to mass transportation — the railroad 
and bus lines. 


"The area la kind of like a mini-city 


within a city," he continued. 


"Rezoning the area in Des Plaines was 
a proper thing to do. The way Des 
Plaines was set up with railroads in the 
center of town and the deterioration of 
the downtown area, there was a need for 
revitalizatton and redevelopment," he 
said. 


Richardson said the rezoning raised 


property values considerably. "The prop- 
erty is worth more because you can put 
more on it It can be developed more. If 
it were rezoned the property value would 
drop." 


SINGLE FAMILY homes can still be 


built in the R-5 area under the present 
ordinance but Richardson said no single 
homes have been built there in quite "a 
few years. "It Isn't economically smart," 
he said. 
; 


The petitions may be reviewed tonight 


at the 7:30 p.m. meeting of the municipal 
development committee. It is doubtful 
that any future zoning changes will be 
made however. 


"If they were going to petition they 


should nave done it years ago," Behrel 
said. "Now it's a little late." 
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Higher prices certain Phase IV result: marketing prof 


Consumers can anticipate one sure-Ore 


result of the new Phase IV rules ef- 
fective this week: rising prices. And they 
can also expect to hear a great deal 
about the "Iffy" outlook for the economy, 
says Charles Lapp, professor of market- 
Ing In the graduate school of-business, 
Washington University In St. Louis. 


One bright spot on the horizon is that 


the whole concoction of regulations and 
red tape will prove so unworkable that it 
will be scrapped In favor of the free en- 
terprise system, Lapp says. "Phase IV Is 
not only complicated and difficult to 
enforce, but also, to the extent It is effec- 
tive, it will compound the problem and 
perpetuate Inequities that have been 
brought about In the past three and a 
half phases," he said recently. 


"Feeders of cattle, hogs and poultry as 


well as egg and milk producers have 
been hard hit by the cost price squeeze 
and it will take some time with Increased 
costs for a profitable turnaround," adds 
the professor. "Even the most optimistic 
observers say it will be well into 1974 
before we can have a substantial In- 
crease in beef and pork production." 


"TYPICALLY, THE ultimate con- 


sumer can anticipate nothing but higher 
and higher prices in the next six months 
unless they change their spending pat- 
terns," Lapp says. He predicts that inter- 
est rates will continue to climb, "but 
brakes applied by the Federal Reserve 


will bring about an even worse crunch In 
the money supply." 


There is a possibility of a recession in 


the next year, but Lapp says this is 
about as easy to Judge as predicting the 
weather. Signs of an overheated econo- 
my are supply shortages, poor quality, 
poor service and rising employment, as 
indicated in a recent National Associ- 
ation of Purchasing Management survey. 


Cutbacks in federal spending and a 


housing Industry decline in some areas 
also adds to a gloomy outlook, concedes 
Douglas Dodds, president of the First Ar- 
lington National Bank In Arlington 
Heights. But he sees improving balance 
of payments picture as a positive in- 
dicator for the future. Agricultural ex- 
ports are rising faster than oil imports, 
he says, and they are now two and a half 
times the size of oil Imports. 


Dodds also foresees a greater U.S. In- 


terest, by European and Asian investors 
in the U.S. stock market, less upward 
pressure on interest rates as the fiscal 
position of the federal government Im- 
proves, and eventual flattening out of 
commodities prices. 


Don't expect a quick rebound from the 


damage of controls, however, warn econ- 
omists at Chicago's Harris Trust and 
Savings Bank. In the bank's recent Ba- 
rometer of Business publication, the 
economists said, "Regardless of the 
changes that are made in Phase IV regu- 
lations, It will take an extended period of 


time to undo the damage that has al- 
ready been done to the economy, particu- 
larly the food industry." By reducing the 
Incentives to Increase or maintain pro- 
duction, the latest controls package has 
set the stage for an extended period of 
sub-par economic performance charac- 
terized by relatively high rates of in- 
flation and only meager gains in real 
growth." 


THE RETURN to tight controls is a 


response to the most dramatic in- 
flationary surge in the past 22 years, the 
report said. Harris economists tie the 
price boosts to federal budget deficits, 
rapid monetary growth, production ca- 
pacity limitations in the U.S. and the de- 
valued dollar which has made American 
products inexpensive to foreigners. Dur- 
ing the current period of worldwide crop 
shortages and booming economies, this 
means an Inflationary scramble for food 
and other U.S. products. 


"The philosophy underlying Phase IV 


controls appears to be that prices should 
be held down in all areas unless there 
are clear signs that shortages or dis- 
tortions have developed," continued the 


report. When the Administration watch- 
dogs in the Cost of Living Council finally 
decide to loosen controls in one sector of 
the economy to boost production, the re- 
sults may be slow to appear. 


"Meanwhile, prices in many decont- 


rolled areas will rise swiftly as shortages 
in output are allocated among con- 
sumers. This process Is now occuring in 
the areas of chicken and pork as the ef- 
.fects of production cutbacks during the 
freeze are being felt at the retail level," 
they concluded. 


Bread prices to rise as dough falls

As dough Is heated it rises and, 


likewise, the hot competition for 
short supplies in the baking Industry 
will cause the price for a loaf of 
bread to go up as well, the president 
of a Chicago-based bakery coopera- 
tive predicts. 


Robert Kctt, top executive of the 


W. E. Long Independent Bakers Co- 
operative, says "Bread is a bargain, 
ond it's a good nutritional food. But 
you're looking at a 3 to 6 cent a 
pound Increase within the next 
month and a half. This is not the 
problem — It's the supply outlook." 


Kctt's cooperative group includes 


80 member companies across 'tho 
United States, Canada and Mexico. 
Ho says bakers are having trouble 
now getting their flour supplies. 
"They have to go to more than one 
mill for their supplies of flour, and 
the mills won't take on new custom- 
ers," Kett says. 


AS EXPLAINED by Vice Prcs. 


Thomas Bell of Palatine, the heavy 
competition for wheat flour and for 
durum wheat began following the 
grain deals with the Soviet Union and 
other countries last year. 


"We have been suffering price in- 


creases on flour on a weekly basis 
since then," he said. "Wheat flour 
was $5.70 a hundredweight a year 
ago; now it Is over $12 a hun- 
dredweight. Packaging costs have In- 
creased, and our shortening costs 
have gone up 40 per cent." 


This is affecting bakeries and the 


manufacturers of other products In 
w h i c h wheat is an ingredient. 
"You're going to see fewer varieties 
of bakery Items," predicts Kett. By 
early 1974, he says, "You'll be down 
to just wheat bread, less cake and 
sweet goods. 


"Spaghetti and macaroni and those 


products may disappear from the 
shelves by the end of this year," he 
sayd. Durum wheat is used in these 
products. 


GRAIN DEALERS have already 


sold approximately 90 per cent of the 
total U.S. wheat crops from July 1 of 
this year through July, 1974, says 
Kctt. "There Is plenty of wheat avail- 
able, but the commitments against 
the supply are so great that it's keep- 
ing the market short all the time," 
he said. Poor weather conditions or 


shipping problems could cause a crit- 
ical shortage, Kett added. 


"We recommend an embargo, or 


at least licensing of these exports," 
he said. Licensing would mean that 
grain dealers would have to apply for 
a license each time they plan to 
make a wheat shipment overseas. 


, Kett noted that Argentina and the 


Common Market countries already 
have imposed an embargo on the ex- 
port of wheat, and that export con- 
trols are in effect in other countries. 


"It would mean going back and 


canceling some commitments,", he 
said. But a number of massive grain 
sales shouldn't have been made, Kett 
said. The effect of this export spree 
Is a tight U.S. supply picture. Flour 
mills are experiencing difficulty In 
gaining supplies for their U.S. cus- 
tomers. 


Another shortage on the horizon is 


in shortening, lard and vegetable oils 
used In many products. Kett said the 
lard shortage could be attributed to 
the declining slaughter of animals In 
some areas. "We think there may be 
an adequate supply of soy oil," he 
said. "But some suppliers may be 
holding back to get higher prices."

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Cambodia bombing: the deep secret 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — With Ameri- 


can bombing of Cambodia ending at mid- 
night tomorrow, the story of now it be- 
gan in deepest secrecy almost 53 months 
ago is still very much a mystery that has 
provoked unanswered questions with far- 
reaching implications. 


Congress forced the bombing cutoff, 


blocking funds for further U.S. military

activity anywhere In Southeast Asia. The 
vote reflected America's disenchantment 
with the nation's longest war. 


But neither Congress nor the public got 


a chance to voice an opinion when the 
bombing started March 18, 1969. Until 
just four weeks ago, the administration 
led the nation and its legislators to be- 
lieve the first raids were flown in May, 
1970. 


The first 14 months of the air war in 


Cambodia were, in fact, one of the best 
kept secrets of the Indochina conflict. 
Most military men and Defense Depart- 
ment officials remained totally in the 
dark. So closely was the information 
guarded that the Pentagon was lying to 
Congress and the public in official 
records until a month ago, saving the 
raids took place in South Vietnam. 


The lid of secrecy was pierced by for- 


mer Air Force Ma], Hal Knight, one of 
the men involved in the bombing and Its 
cover-up, who stepped forward to tell the 
truth July 16 to the Senate Armed Ser- 
vices Committee. 


The bombing started under the code 


name "Operation Menu" and continued 
through May 26,1970. A total of 3,630 B52 
strikes sent 103,921 tons of bombs down 
on six North Vietnamese base areas in- 
side Cambodia. 


Each plane was launched toward a 


cover target in South Vietnam and was 
diverted by radioed instructions to the 


real target in Cambodia after it was air- 
borne. 


The Senate hearings so far have failed 


to determine who ordered Operation 
Menu and precisely what those orders 
said. The Pentagon has hinted those 
facts may never be known fully, saying 
the orders might have been oral rather 
than written. 


Other questions still unanswered go far 


beyond the scope of the bombing itself. 


— Was it, as the administration says, 


entirely for diplomatic reasons that the 
veil of secrecy was erected? Or was it 
because of the militant antiwar climate 
in the U.S.? 


— Does the present chain of command 


give adequate civilian control over the 
military? 


— Did the details of the bombing cov- 


er-up originate at the White House and 
the National Security Council, or were 
they worked out at a lower level in the 
Pentagon or In the field and what did 
those orders say? 


— Why ws the Pentagon still maintain- 


ing such deep secrecy about the Oper- 
ation Menu bombing as recently as last 
spring, three years after the operation 
ended? 
- Was President Nixon deliberately 


deceiving the nation April 30,1970, when 
he went on natiowide television to an', 
nounce the ground invasion of Cambodia 
and said that for the past five years the 
United States had respected Cambodian 
neutrality and had not attacked North 
Vietnamese sanctuary areas there? 


— Was the administration justified in 


telling some half dozen congressmen the 
broad outlines of the secret air war, but 
leaving the committees that voted money 
for the war under the impression they 
were not providing funds for fighting in 
Cambodia? 


— How are lower ranking men in the 


field to know whether they are covering 
up the secret activities really authorized 
by the commander-in-chief? 


Bombing to end, 
Sihanouk return? 


(From Herald news services) 


Two big questions loom in Cambodia 


today: will American bombing stop, and 
to what extent i* the United States get- 
ting Involved in a shuffle of govern- 
ments? 


The bombing, in support of besieged 


government troops, Is to end at midnight 
tomorrow in compliance with a Con- 
gressonal cutoff of funds. Critics of 
American involvement are waiting anx- 
iously to see If the deadline will be hon- 
ored. 


Meantime, high-ranking members of 


the Cambodian government are said to 
have asked the Nixon administration to 
arrange for the removal of President 
Lon Nol, replacing him with exiled 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, ousted in 
March of 1970. 


Sihanouk currently heads a govern- 


ment-in-exile in Peking, and the theory is 
that there will be a better chance to di- 
minish further bloodshed with him in 
power. 


Sources said if Washington agrees to 


the plan, presidential adviser Henry Kis- 
singer would carry the outline of strate- 
gy to Chinese leaders during an up- 
coming visit to Peking, a trip that 'has 
been postponed indefinitely without ex- 
planation. 


At the same time, Sihanouk would be 


approached by Senate Majority Leader 
Mike Mansfield, an old friend and South- 
east Asian expert, and asked what prior 
conditions he might want to put on his 
return. 


The sources conceded Lon Nol might 


have to be removed by force, perhaps In 
a maneuver to move the president — 
who is crippled from a stroke — to an 
American hospital for treatment.

Shoppers are braced for a surge of 


price Increases on most products except 
beef and petroleum today as President 
Nixon's price freeze gives way to Phase 
IV of his anti-inflation campaign. 


With Phase IV having taken effect at 


midnight, prices on nearly all goods and 
services arc free to rise within a range 
laid out in rules administered by the Cost 


of Living Council and most firms were 
expected to race to mark up the prices 
that were held in check during the two- 
month freeze. 


The general expectation was that 


many prices would jump as much as 10 
per cent. 


But consumers will not feel the impact 


of all increases until mid-September, 
since the biggest corporations — those 


with annual sales of more than $100 mil- 
lion — will have to give the government 
30 days advance notice before boosting 
their prices. Phase IV rules also require 
businessmen to reduce prices under cer- 
tain conditions, but few cuts were ex- 
pected.

Nixon Watergate report due this week

President Nixon, wrapping up a long 


weekend at Camp David, Md., is to re- 
port to the nation on Watergate this 
week. 


Mr. Nixon flew to the mountain retreat 


Wednesday afternoon to work on a state- 
ment of defense to the various charges 
and allegations directed toward him on 
the bugging case, particularly during the 
nationally-televised hearings of the Sen- 
ate Watergate Committee. The presi- 
dent's statement also is to be aired on 
national television, probably mid-week, 
and is expected to be paired with a 
"white paper." 


A Republican member of the Water- 


gate committee, Connecticut Sen. Lowell 
Weicker, says the president should re- 
lease all tapes and memorandums on the 
case If he wants to restore the confidence 
of the American public in the integrity of 


the administration. 


Weicker said the president's planned 


response this week "will not be enough," 
and asked, "How many more Instances 
of dirty politicls In the government must 
we uncover before we realize the whole 
concept of politicls has been thrown to 
the level of the gutter?" 


Fellow GOP committee member and 


vice-chairman Howard Baker of Ten- 
nessee stressed the group has a lot more 
evidence to hear. Likening the testimony 
so far to a court case halfway through, 
Baker said if the committee voted to Is- 
sue an interim report before resuming 
hearings Sept. 10, he would not sign it. 


Under the Senate resolution which es- 


tablished it, the committee must file a 
written report by Feb. 28.

Police to resume search, 
answer critics in Texas 


HOUSTON (UPI) — Parents of two 


young boys, both believed to be among 
the 23 victims In a Texas murder binge, 
claim police Ignored their sons' dis- 
appearance and branded at least seven 
other missing youths as runaways. 


Police Chief Herman B. Short said he 


would answer the growing criticism of 
his department's handling of missing 
person cases' at a news conference today. 


Police have unearthed 23 bodies at 


three locations and the macabre search 
will resume today along a sand and salt 
grass beachfront 51 miles east of Hous- 
ton. 


Two teen-agers involved in the bizarre 


case — Elmer Wayne Henley, 17, and 
David Brooks, 18 — told police they bur- 
led six or more bodies along the High 
Island beach. 


Only five bodies have been positively 


.identified but police have a long list of 
missing teenagers they how feel may be 
among the dead. 


"You don't run away with nothing but 


a bathing suit and 80 cents," said Selma 
Winkle, whose 16-year-old son left his 
home two years ago with David Hel- 
ligeist to go swimming. Both boys never 
returned. 


"If all these children were reported 


missing in this northwest Houston area, 
we couldn't understand why they (the po- 
lice) didn't do anything," Dorothy Hel- 
ligelst said. Both women said talking to 
police about their son's coses was like 
"talking to a blank wall." 


Henley and Brooks have admitted they 


took part in a three-year sex, sadism and 
slaying scheme with Dean Allen Cor 11, 
33. Both youths have been charged with 
murder. Henley said he killed Corll to 
self-defense Wednesday during a paint- 
sniffing orgy. 


Both Henley and Brooks led police to 


burial sites last week. Officers dug up 17 
bodies in a tin boat shed in Houston, 
unearthed four more near Lake Sam 
Rayburn at Broaddus, Tex., and two 
more on the High Island beach. 


Deputies patrolled the beach Sunday 


by foot and on horses, trying to keep cu- 
riosity seekers and newsmen out of the 
soft sandy area. 


"I've got boys making trips at inter- 


vals down there to make sure there's no 
one digging or upsetting the applecart," 
Chambers County Sheriff Lewis B. Otter 
said. 


The sheriff said the digging would re- 


sume at 10 a.m. using earth movers.

Harper asks $7.8 million for buildings 


State representatives from the North* 


west suburbs lagged slightly behind tho 
entire House of Representatives In their 
support of "women's rights" legislation, 
while state senators from the five North- 
west suburban legislative districts were 
far behind tho cumulative average. 


The survey conducted by the National 


Organization of Women (NOW) turned 
up only five of 15 Northwest suburban 
representatives they considered "firm" 
supporters of women's rights, and nono 
; of the five senators.* 


The survey, like others, Is subjective, 


based on selected votes, and giving more- 
weight to some Issues than others. (Rep. 
Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokle, for instance, got 
an 88 per cent from the Illinois League of 
Women Voters, which Included Issues 
other than those directly connected to 
women's right.) 


AT ANY RATE. Rep. Eugenia S. Chap- 


man, D-Arllngton Heights, not sur- 
prisingly earned 100 per cent from NOW, 
as did Rep. Richard Mugallan, 
D-Palatlne. 


Republicans Robert Juckett of Park 


Ridge and Richard Walsh of Oak Park 
got zero ratings In the survey.

Cumulative averages showed the sub- 


urban representatives voting for issues 
favored by NOW 51 per cent of the time, 
while the whole House averaged 55 per 
cent. In the Senate, the suburban mem- 
bers had a 36.6 cumulative average, 
compared with a Senate total of just over 
60 per cent. 


NOW gave most weight in Its ratings to 


votes on the Equal Rights Amendment of 
the U. S. Constitution, which was de- 
feated on the floor of the House and bot- 
tled up In committee In the Seante. 


Republicans, Porter and Macdonald, 


joined Democrats Chapman, Jaffe, Katz 
and Mugallan is voting-for ERA, while 
Democrat Williams and eight other Re- 
publicans opposed It. 


In the Senate, only Glass voted for a 


resolution to discharge the committee 
from consideration of the equal rights 
amendment and bring the resolution to 
the floor. 


THE NATURE of the survey, however, 


makes It a flimsy guide to judging some 
of the legislators on women's rights. 


Nono of the 15 suburban legislators, for 


instance, opposed a bill — used In the 
survey — to prohibit discrimination 
against women In the Issuance of credit 
cards, though some cast no vote and thus 
were penalized In the NOW ratings. 


That bill was given the same weight in 


the survey as one that would have made 
Susan B. Anthony's birthday a com- 
memorative holiday. 


Likewise, NOW gave a quantity of "3" 


to a vote in the House which would have 
suspended the rules to require only a 
simple majority vote, rather than a two- 
thirds majority to approve the ERA. The 
vote on ERA Itself was weighted at "2." 


Therefore, representatives who opposed 


changing the House rules on parlia- 
mentary grounds — as did Bluthardt and 
Duff — but voted for the equal rights 
amendment, were penalized In the NOW 
ratings.

Harper College Is asking for $7.8 mil- 


lion to construct buildings on its campus 
and is hoping this year the state will ap- 
prove the funds. 


The college has been asking for state 


funds for several years to expand facil- 
ities on its campus to meet increasing 
student enrollment. Last year, the state 
has refused to grant the full amount of 
Harper's request. 


When Harper asked for $7.8 million 


last year, the governor's office approved 
$6 million. Thursday night the Harper 
board of trustees voted to again ask for 
the full amount for the 1975 fiscal year. 
The money will be used to construct 
buildings adding 195,000 square feet of 
space to the college campus. The state, 
under provisions of the Illinois Junior 
College Act, pays 75 per cent of the cost. 


HARPER VICE Pres. William Mann, 


said Thursday Harper is not receiving 
fair treatment from the state in fulfilling 
requests for funds. The state distributes 
money for construction on junior college 
campus in a priority listing which Mann 
said Is "completely wrong." 


Colleges that are just beginning to 


build a campus and have never received 
state funds receive first priority, he said, 
and colleges that are expanding their fa- 
cilities are placed second. In recent 
years, there hasn't been enough money 
to approve the full amount for Harper. 


Mann said the priority system is based 


on the amount of money colleges have 
already received, not the amount they 
need. New colleges with small enroll- 
ments are receiving the full amount of 
their requests while colleges with large 
enrollments, like Harper, are forced to 
take the leftovers, he said. 


Harper board chairman Jessalyn Nick- 


las said the college will continue to be 
aggressive in asking for money to phase 
three and four construction on the 
campus. 


IN OTHER ACTION. Thursday night, 


the board heard a report from Ron Help- 
er, supervisor for college architects, 
Caudlll, Rowlett and Scott, on the status 
of phase two construction on the campus. 


Building K and D, the music building 


and extension of the science building, are 
about 54 per cent complete, said Helper, 


and are planned for occupancy for the 
spring semester. 


The board also approved seven mem- 


bers to the Harper Education Foundation 
board of directors and named college 
trustee Marilyn Marier as the board's 
representative. The foundation is a non- 
profit organization that will solicit pri- 
vate funds for the college. 


THE BOARD approved the appoint- 


ment of Robert Atcher, Mayor of 
Schaumburg, Roger A. Bjorvik, attorney 
for the village of Palatine; Virginia Hay- 
ter, Mayor of Hoffman Estates; Robert 
Lahtl, Harper College president and resi- 
dent of Inverness; James R. Lancaster, 
president of the Bank of Elk Grove and 
resident of Mount Prospect; William J. 
Palley, ST., president of Memory Gar- 
dens Cemetery in Arlington Heights and 
resident of Buffalo Grove; and William 
Simpson, an Industrial executive and 
resident of Wheeling. 


In May, the college board appointed 


John Kuranz, former Harper trustee 
from Harrington Hills, Jack Pahl, for- 
mer mayor of Elk Grove Village, and 
John Woods, former mayor of Arlington 
Heights, to the foundation. The college is 
still seeking a representative of Rolling 


Meadows to serve on the foundation 
board. 


A leave of absence was approved by 


the board Thursday for Donn Stansbury, 
director of admissions and registrar at 
Harper. Stansbury has been selected by 
the American Association of Collegiate 
Registrars and Admissions Officers to 
participate in a workshop studying edu- 
cation system in Norway, Sweden, Ice- 
land, Finland and Denmark. He will re- 
turn to Harper on Oct. 12.

A federal investigation of Schoumburg 


officials announced last week may be 
linked to a probe of former Schoumburg 
State Bank president Ward Weaver's role 
in a 1971 zoning deal in which the village 
obtained a hospital site in return for high 
density zoning. 


On July 31, The Herald carried a story 


reporting the Weaver investigation based 
on Information obtained from sources in 
the U. S. Justice Department in Chicago. 


The search has concentrated on the 


methods used to obtain a 20-ncre 
Schaumburg Road site on which Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke's Medical Center 
plans to build a 180-bed facility. 


THE LAND WAS donated to RPSL by 


J. Emll Anderson and Sons. It is just 
west of a 57-acro tract on which tho de- 
veloper was granted zoning for 567 apart- 
ment units. 


Weaver, indicted on federal charges 


last year, was chairman of a village 
committee responsible for developing a 
hospital in Schaumburg. 


A. Harold Anderson, of the development 


firm, is reported to have substantial inter 
cst In Schaumburg State Bank where he 
served as a director from 1966 to last 
year. 


Also connected with tho bank, was 


Paul Brnndcl, part-owner of the Schaum- 
burg Road land and active as a director 
of several Chicago-area hospitals. He 
was reportedly involved in the 1971 zon- 
ing transaction. 


THOUGH HERALD stories 
Identify 


Weaver as hospital committee chairman 
until after June, 1971, ho last month de- 
nied involvement in the land negotiations 
and said he had been replaced as head of 
tho committee in 1970. 
• 


A Justice Department 
spokesman 


recently refused to confirm or deny that 
an investigation is in progress 
con- 


cerning the land donation and subsequent 
zoning action. 


However, another reliable U.S. gov- 


ernment source indicated the govern- 


ment is attempting to learn if any im- 
proper influence was exerted by a devel- 
oper to obtain zoning. 


MAYOR ROBERT 0. Atcher expresses 


surprise Friday on learning of the report- 
ed investigation. 


"I have not been contacted by anyone 


and I, frankly, know nothing at all about 
it," Atcher said. 


He suggested that investigations of this 


type usually occur "after someone has 
done some complaining about things they 
feel have gone amiss in a community." 


Atcher said that such complaints could 


have been instigated by a "vindictive" 
loser in a recent election campaign. 
"But, then again, who knows," he added. 


HOWEVER, ATCHER rejected the 


idea of a federal investigation into Weav- 
er's part in the Anderson zoning case. 


"Ward Weaver played no role in this 


or any other zoning matter," Atcher 
said. He explained that Weaver had nev- 
er been chairman of the hospital com- 
mittee but may have given'that impres- 
sion. 
. 


The mayor said that in 1966, Weaver 


offered to make some contacts con- 
cerning establishment of a hospital in the 
community. 


He indentified Mrs. Raymond Kessell, 


wife of the village trustee, as the only 
"bona fide chairman" of the comlmttee. 


"It would be amazing to me if this con- 


cerns his (Weaver) because he has never 
had anything to do with either the hospi- 
tal or any land zoning in Schnumburg 
ever," he said. 


BOTH RAY KESSELL, a 
senior 


trustee, and Herb Algner, now in his sec- 
ond term, also said they have not been 
contacted regarding tho investigation 
and have no information on It. 


Weaver's trial on charges of conspiring 


to falsify bank records has been contain- 
ed until the end of September. 


He has pled not guilty to the charges. 


Erwin D. Costing, former president of 
the Bank of Clarcdon Hills, indicted with 
Weaver, has pled guilty. Costing is ex- 
pected to testify as a government witness 
at tho Weaver trial. 


"My uncle had a. sail loft here," he 


said, the hint of the Eastern seaboard 
still in his voice. "Then I went back and 
worked with my father. But I came up 
the easy way. I owned half the business 
when I started," he said. 


At the time Bottger first started in the 


industry, Egyptian cotton woven in Eng- 
land was the main material used for 
sails. "It was rather costly," he said. 


"Now the sails are almost exclusively 


cut out of dacron. Nylon is used for the 
spinnakers, the large full triangular- 
shaped sail that looks almost like a para- 
chute at the top. 


"DuPONT MAKES THE polyester fi- 


bers. Howe and Bainbridge of Boston 
fabricate it," Bottger explained. 


According to Bottger, the price for sail- 


cloth is now about the same as it used to 
be for cotton. "Egyptian cotton would 
probably cost about three times as much 
now," he said. 


The dacron will hold up "anywhere 


from three to five to maybe 25 years," 
he said. It lasts a lot longer than the 
cotton. "Cotton is subject to mildew and 
it deteriorates in weathering," he said. 


Most sails today are white opaque be- 


cause it used to be the only color avail- 
able in sailing dacron. It's only recently 
that sail cloth fabric manufacturers have 
been successful in dying the tough dac- 
ron cloth. 


One variation that has been successful 


in the sailcloth is putting plastic "win- 
dows" in the sail so the sailor can see 
better what he is doing. "Racing boats 
usually have them," Bottger said. The 
plastic is secured with a ring around the 
outer edge sewn into the cloth. 


SAILS THEMSELVES are cut by hand 


from set patterns. "Basically, the design 
is laid out and the sails are made from 
narrow panels," said Bottger. 


The cutting of the sails is done "moro 


or less by eye." he said. "It used to be 
considered an art, but the computer is 
helping quite a bit now." The computer 
is used to figure optimum sizes and also 
to give the sallmakers the shape of tho 
sail. 


All the seaming on the sails is done by 


sewing machine. This may sound like 
progress stepping in, but according to 
Bottger, the scams have been sewn by 
machine since ho first began working on 
them in 1937. "Even then, they were al-

ready seamed by sewing machines," he 
said. 


But there are still a few sails that are 


hand sewn. These are mainly for ships 
that sail on long voyages around the 
world, where a ship has to put up with 
much heavier wear and tear. 


THERE ARE SOME parts of a sail 


that must be sewn by hand, however, 
such as reinforcements where button- 
holes for rings and hooks are placed. To 
sew these parts, the sail makers use 
what is called a sailmaker's palm — in 
effect, a glorified thimble. 


The palm is a leather handle that fits 


into the palm of the hand and has a steel 
plate in it to push the needle against. 


learned the ancient trade of sail- 
making from his father. His father-in- 
law, a ship's captain, also made sails 
when the wind was quiet on his sail- 
ing vessel. 


"You can work up a sweat just sewing," 
joked one of the men working on some 
reinforcements around a buttonhole. 


The firm ships most of its sails out of 


the immediate area. 


"Some go to Ohio, some to Kansas, 


some to Texas," said Bottger. "Lately, 
we've been doing more business with lo- 
cal dealers though." 


When he was younger, Bottger sailed 


in a world championship on the Great 
South Bay on the south shore of Long 
Island. Today, he's cut his sailing down 
to sailing with customers, however. "It's 
a little tough now to climb out on to 
some of those boats," he laughed.

(NSSEO), a cooperative established in 
1962 to educate handicapped children. 


(The cooperative includes Northwest 


suburban school districts 21, 15, 23, 25, 
16, 54,57,59,211 and 214.) 


NSSEO is requesting contributions 


from member school districts to pay for 
recreation equipment, landscaping and a 
canopy bus stop shelter. Each district's 
share of the $80,000 cost, he said, is to be 
determined by the district's average 
dally attendance and its assessed valu- 
ation. 


SOME OF THE SCHOOL systems, in- 


cluding 211, 54 and 59, have agreed to 
take their share out of operating funds 
they have on hand. 


NSSEO is asking other districts who do 


not have available funds to levy a special 
2-cent tax to collect their share. Under a 
special house bill, school districts con 
levy the two-cent tax without conducting 
a referendum, he said. 


"What we're trying to do is complete 


some of the things that were proposed as 
part of the original plan for the center, 
but just couldn't be done at the time be- 
cause of a lack of funds," he said. "We 
built the center, but had no money left 
over for site work and playground equip- 
ment." 


Wightman said NSSEO hopes to land- 


scape the grounds of the school, install 
swings, climbing apparatus and a base- 
ball diamond, fencing and construct a 
canopy to protect students from bad 
weather as they wait for buses. 


Presently, there are no outside recrea- 


tion facilities at the school, although 
there is a large Indoor multi-purpose 
room with equipment and space for com- 
petitive games. 


IN ADDITION TO the funds from dis- 


tricts 211, 54 and 59, Wightman said 
NSSEO has been assured of monies from 
districts 26 and 15. DIst. 15, he said, will 
wait to decide whether or not to levy the 
two-cent tax until bids are in on the 
scheduled improvements. 


"We don't expect to exceed $80,000," 


Wightman said, "but right now, all we 
have are estimates." 


Wightman said he Is pleased with the 


school district's response to the NSSEO 
request for funds. 


"The 10 districts are very proud of the 


Kirk Center," he said. "We have just a 
marvelous response to our request Most 
of the districts have said they've won- 
dered why we waited so long to ask for 
the money." 


Construction of the center began in 


1970 and the first phase of the complex 
that included 23 classrooms, a diagnostic 
center, health resources center and ad- 
ministration unit was completed In 1971. 


AN ADDITIONAL 10 classrooms, a 


pre-vocational wing, therapy pool, cafe- 
teria and two-room model home were 
added to the school last year. 


The center is a special school for chil- 


dren who are trainable mentally handi- 
capped (a child with a severe learning 
problem that prevents him from partici- 
pating in a general education program) 
and multiple handicapped children (those 
with a physical and mental handicap). 
Before the center was built, most of 
these children were educated in the pub- 
lic schools. 


The center is named for Kirk, an out- 


standing educator, the recipient of eight 
awards for his work in special education.

Tree recycling 
plant has merit 


•The Cook County Forest Pre- 


serve District had a good idea with 
UN plnn to build n recycling plant 
near Wheeling to get rid of dis- 
eased and otherwise discarded 
trees. 


But now — \vc are sorry to note 


— the district is holding back on 
the plan, with specifications drawn 
and final bids just about ready for 
acceptance. 


The wrinkle in the blueprint is 


the result of state legislation — 
now awaiting Gov. Walker's signa- 
ture — which would take from the 
Illinois Pollution Control Board 
regulation over open burning of 
trccj. 


That was the method the district 


formerly used to get rid of trees — 
on forest preserve property east of 
Wheeling — and that's the method 
to which it might return if the leg- 
islation holds up. 


Tree-burning by the district went 


into limbo after 1972. The Illinois 
Environmental Protection Agency 
in 1971 banned the burning of trees 
statewide as a pollution violation, 
and though the district got a vari- 
ance from the pollution control 
board, the method permitted — 
with a special pollution-reducing 
incinerator — proved too costly. 


Since then, discarded trees were 


sent to landfill sites, where they 
take up too much room, so the dis- 


trict germinated the idea of the 
recycling center. 


It would be built on the Wheeling 


site, and is designed to strip trees 
of bark and other diseased or un- 
usuablc portions, leaving'the rest 
of the wood for recycling into com- 
mercial use. 


It seemed then — and still seems 


— a masterful solution. It would 
get rid of cut trees, avoid a pollu- 
tion problem, and provide a large 
quantity of wood product. 


There is a possibility the legisla- 


tion won't hold up. It still needs 
Walker's signature, and there is a 
chance that the EPA might set 
standards to prohibit tree burning 
In Cook County anyway, given the 
pollution problems here. 


If that happens, the forest pre- 


serve district will go ahead with its 
recycling plant, with completion 
perhaps in a couple months. 


But the district's temptation — if 


burning is again allowed — is to 
return to that method as the easier 
and cheaper method of disposal. 


That's a mistake, and the district 


should get back on the right track 
it set for itself: the recycling plant. 


It makes far more environmen- 


tal sense, and residents around the 
burning site — long afflicted with 
smoke and ash discomfort — cer- 
tainly would breathe easier for it.

Financial climate created by parents affects children

NEW YORK - Budgeting Is an eco- 


nomic must for nations, businesses and 
Individuals, BO teaching a child how to 
manage money should be done as early 
as possible. 


Since spending habits are acquired at 


an early age, that's when parents should 
start the learning process. 


Children first notice money when they 


visit stores with parents or friends. Shop- 
ping trips with preschoolers might be the 
best time to start the learning process, 
according to "Consumer Views," a First 
National City Bonk of New York publica- 
tion which has reviewed the question. 
"Give your toddler or 5-year-old some 
change and let him pay for his own cray- 
ons," the bank suggests. 


ONCE THE child becomes aware of 


numbers let him decide whether he 
wants to spend his coin on one soda or a 
pack of gum. Under five or six, accord- 
Ing to the experts, children still ore too 


Farm income 
to hit new 
high: bank 


Net farm Income for 1973 should ex- 


ceed previous records by a wide margin, 
says the Federal Reserve Bank of'Chi- 
cago In Its monthly review, Business 
Conditions. 


Based on first-half figures, U.S. agri- 


culture has experienced the most lucr- 
ative period in history, and expenses — 
while rising rapidly through the period — 
failed to erode the increase in revenues. 


Demand for agricultural products rose 


sharply during the first half due to vigor- 
ous domestic economic growth and 
strong foreign demand. The U.S. econo- 
my grew at one of the fastest rates In 
recent history, and much of the increase 
In consumer spending was for food. Food 
prices averaged nearly 12 per cent above 
year-earlier levels during the first half, 
and it now appears that food prices for 
1973 as a whole may average more than 
12 per cent above 1972, the largest gain 
In 26 years, says the bank. 


FOREIGN DEMAND has been boosted 


by the dollar devaluation and reduced 
supplies in other exporting countries. 
The value of U.S. agricultural exports in 
fiscal 1973 exceed $12 billion, compared 
to $» billion In fiscal 1972. 


Concern over tight food supplies and 


rapidly rising food prices led to a num- 
ber of governmental actions that affected 
the agricultural sector In 1973. Among 
these were the Imposition of wholesale 
and retail ceilings on meat prices in late 
March, the food price freeze of mid-June, 
and Intensified export controls — in- 
cluding Instituting a licensing system af- 
ter a short-lived embargo — on certain 
agricultural commodities. 


Other actions Included a relaxation of 


Import quotas on meat and some dairy 
products, the depletion of government- 
owned "surpluses," and nn unprece- 
dented release In set-aside crop acreage. 
This move together with other revisions 
in 1973 farm commodity programs will 
reduce government payments to farmers 
by 31 billion from the 1972 total of $4 
billion. 


THE AGRICULTURAL outlook for the 


balance of 1973 Is fraught with uncer- 
tainties, says the bank. The duration of 
export controls and the possibility of new 
ones, the extent to which production has 
been curtailed duo to price controls, and 
the relaxation of controls under Phase IV 
all will have an Impact. The levels of 
worldwide demand for and supplies of 
agricultural products further cloud the 
picture. 


Current estimates Indicate 6 and 24 per 


cent larger harvests for corn and soy- 
beans, respectively. Sharply lower car- 
ryover stocks, however, mean total corn 
supplies may fall short of the year-car- 
Her level, and soybean supplies would be 
up 18 per cent. Although foreign demand 
Is expected to remain strong, domestic 
demand for grains, soybeans, and soy- 
bean products may ease in the second 
half. 


The spring pig crop fell 2 per cent be- 


low the year-earlier level — in sharp 
contrast to an earlier-anticipated 5 per 
cent increase — portending some tight- 
ness in the second half. Beef supplies, 
too, are likely to remain below ycar-ago 
levels In the second half, according to 
the bank. In light of tight supplies, 
strong consumer demand, and "pass- 
throughs" permitted under Phase IV, 
red meat prices will rise in the second 
half. 


young for a weekly allowance. They 
don't have a sense of "tomorrow" a nec- 
essary Ingredient in any such planning. 


At the start, keep the child's budget 


responsibilities simple. An allowance for 
a child under eight or nine should be only 
enough to buy ice cream, inexpensive 
toys and other small things that make 
him happy. 


At 9 or 10, the allowance can cover 


more needs. Here's when the "heart to 
heart" talks begin. Sit down with him 
and list his needs and fancied needs — 
lunch, carfare, movies, magazines. Along 
about that time It also might be wise to 
help the child set up a record of what he 
spends for a period of two weeks or so. 


Experts say an allowance should be 


kept on a business basis. Forget emotion- 
alism or forget the experiment. If the 
allowance is designed to teach the child 
to handle money It should be a regular 
part of his life. Not a carrot dangled be- 
fore his nose. 


THERE'S NOTHING wrong with mak- 


ing junior stay home from a movie be- 
cause he refused to clean up his room. 
But disciplinary action should come after 
the allowance Is handed over, not tied in 
with it through withholding. 


If an older child decides to get an out- 


side job it may in many instances be un- 
wise to discontinue or reduce the allow- 
ance. That, in effect, is penalizing this 
Initiative. Talk it over and come to some 
understanding. A savings account, or 
whatever. 


And there will be times when the child, 


like the parent, comes up flat broke. 
Should you bail him out? Yes, say the 
experts. But make It In the form of an 
advance. That teaches him about bor- 
rowing and buying on credit ... and 
paying back.

Your "dollar personality" reflects your 


childhood and the money attitudes of 
your parents. If you're unhappy about 
your spending performance or at odds 
with your spouse over money matters, 
look around. How are your money han- 
dling habits affecting your children? Is 
the financial climate In your house likely 
to develop the money management skills 


your children will need to cope with our 
money-oriented world? 


Many adults In their 50s and late 40s 


carry mental scars from the "great 
depression" of the 30s. Younger parents 
may have adopted their parents' ap- 
proach to handling money or rejected It 
and developed their own. 


For example, a woman who grew up in 


a family where money was tight, remem- 


Have a tender, loving talk 
ivith your favorite plant 


Do not become overly concerned if you 


happen to encounter a man or woman — 
watering can in hand — carrying on an 
animated conversation with their flower 
or vegetable gardens. 


"They are simply talking them into 


growth," according to a report by the 
research department of Estech, Inc., the 
chemicals and industrial products divi- 
sion of Esmark, Inc., a Chicago-based di- 
versified international industrial com- 
plex. 


"Perhaps they took a cue from a 


Broadway musical's hit song, 'I Talk to 
the Trees,' or maybe a hint from their 
children, who ore fast becoming budding 
young horticulturists. Whatever — they 
are rapidly becoming part of the cult 
which believes in tender, loving talk-ses- 
sions with plant life," Estech says. 


Far be it from anyone to imply that 


the plants actually "listen" or Indeed an- 
swer. But the fact remains that special 
care is producing remarkable garden re- 
sults. 


"Good fertilizers, 
ample watering, 


proper sunlight or shade — as the case 
may be — have always been known fac- 
tors In achieving soil fertility. The new 
dimension is happy talk," the report 
states. 


Youth is in the vanguard advocating a 


wide variety of plant-oriented conversa- 
tion. High Schools, offering science 
classes in plant life, have conducted 
studies which involve the personal ap- 
proach to gardens. 


"Plant conversation turned my chil- 


dren on," says one new affldonado of 
plant dialogues. "I decided to give it a 
try and found it a justifiable experience. 
My garden has just flourished as a re- 
sult." 


Estech researchers certainly believe in 


giving plants adequate food, air and sun- 
shine. 


"But soothing conversation certainly 


has proved to be that truly extra additive 
for the growing plant," the report con- 
cludes. 


bers her parents fighting constantly — 
too little money and too many places for 
it to go. She reacts by Ignoring income 
limits and running deeply into debt "be- 
cause I refuse to haggle over every pen- 
ny." Another woman remembering a 
similar family atmosphere may plan her 
spending more carefully to avoid similar 
arguments. 


TODAY MAY be too late for parents to 


shake the shackles of money habits in- 
grained since childhood. But, you can tai- 
lor the financial climate in your home to 
help your children develop a rational ap- 
proach to the handling of their money. 
Schools attempt to teach money manage- 
ment too late. Children have already 
adopted the methods or lack of planning 
practiced by their parents long before 
they reach high school. 


Your feelings about money affect your 


children — rightly or wrongly. And, sim- 
ply doling out an allowance doesn't let 
you off the hook. Children react to mon- 
ey according to what they see and feel in 
your home — not what you tell them. 
You can help develop good money habits 
In your children by following all or some 
of these suggestions: 


• Allow your children to realize early 


that money is limited. Few families have 
access to all the money they think they 
"need." Children can learn this fact of 
life by permitting them to do without 
things and services beyond the limits of 
established allowances. When extra mon- 
ey always appears for some "special 
need," children fail to appreciate limits. 
They figure if the need is great enough, 
money will drop from some mysterious 
source. 


• Help your children learn to make de- 


cisions on whether to spend allowances 
regularly or to save for Important pur- 
chases later. Introduce them to credit by 
lending them cash for big purchases. 


But, insist on repayment, so the child un- 
derstands the difference between a tru« 
loan and an extra handout Help your 
children earn their own good credit rat- 
ing within the home. 


• Ask your children to develop their 


own spending plan and learn to live by it. 
As a counselor for the Scout merit badge 
in personal management, I have been en- 
couraged by how quickly boys learn 
about money. After a 3-month accounting 
for all Income and spending, they project 
their own needs for a year ahead. Sur- 
prisingly realistic plans emerge. The Im- 
portant elements are — complete record- 
ing of all income whether by allowance", 
gifts, or earnings and a written plan for 
spending or saving the total. 


• When children's needs exceed their 


income, permit them the opportunity to 
earn more by babysitting, caring for 
lawns, or other jobs most youngsters can 
find sufficiently motivating. Children 
need to understand the relationship be- 
tween effort and Income early. When 
youngsters must earn cash to reach their 
own goals, they develop a healthy re- 
spect for the work ethic. 


• Demonstrate effective money han- 


dling by developing your own spending 
plan in writing to reflect needs of all the 
family. Learning to choose effectively 
can be one of the most valuable lessons 
you can impart to children learning, 
about managing money.

(and quite definitely not proven) as 
among the violent revolutionaries called 
Zealots, who, "Were slitting (Roman) 
throats In the alleys of Jerusalem as the 
forerunners of a new humane society." 


Prof. Pawllkowski's contentions ap- 


pear plausible In view of the fact that the 
only violence ever attributed to Jesus 
(which is mentioned in all four of the 
Gospels) was beating (not killing) of 
Sadducean Temple money changers — 
not Roman soldiers. 


Moreover, Jesus does not appear to be 


remembered so much for wielding a 
whip as in being nailed to a cross. Here 
most of his followers believe that he won 
an eternal battle over the fear of death, 
rather than trying simply to win an eph- 
emeral victory over one of the many 
(and comparatively humane) conquering 
armies who occupied the Holy Land.

Dear Reader — Yes, I am familiar 


with both diets, and have read both 
books. They are both low carbohydrate 
diets. Dr. Atkins' diet differs in that he 
recommends eliminating all carbohy- 
drates to a point that a chemical imba- 
lance called ketosis persists.

takns the return-ol-serve ex- 
actly as the beginner, but he 
Is more concerned about 
depth and accuracy. Interme- 
diates seldom play against 
net-rushers, and therefore 
they need not be concerned 
with low net clearance. As 
long as one's opponent is in 
the backcourt, the ball can 
clear the net by 10 or 15 feet. 
•The higher the ball goes over 
the net. the more likely it Is to 
land deep: a low net-skimmer 
usually lands In the area ol 
the service court, and there- 
fore is only effective against 
an opponent who Is coming 
to net. 


The Intermediate player 


has learned to control the 
ball, he can hit a ball deep to 
his opponent's backhand with 
reasonable consistency'. He 
will win most of his points by 
hitting with better depth and 
consistency than his oppo- 
nent. 


The advanced player has a 


much larger repertoire of 
shots He is capable of play- 
Ing against a server who 
takes the net because his 
return is low. hard and ac- 
curate. He Is also a strategist, 
playing not only his strength 
but his opponent's weakness- 
es

Residents charge flood plain use 
Legal action threatened 
over Swan Lake project 


by LYNN ASINOF 


A group of Prospect Heights residents 


told the Wheeling Plan Commission they 
arc prepared to take legal action to en- 
sure proper planning of the Swan Lake 
Apartments In southern Wheeling. 


In an effort to delay approval of the 


project, two spokesmen for the group 
cited numerous village ordinances which 
ore violated by current plans for the de- 
velopment. 


The residents, however, said they were 


primarily concerned with problems that 
will arise with trying to build an apart- 
ment development on land that Is mainly 
in the flood plain. 


Since McDonald Creek runs through 


tho property, located on Wheeling Road 
Just north of St. Alphonsus Catholic 
Church, almost half of the 39.S acre site 
is In tho flood plain and unsuitable for 
building. 


Developers, however, have used the 


entire acreage of the site to compute the 
number of apartment units allowable by 
village ordinance. 


"BY PUTTING in this kind of density, 


what you ore doing is putting in 624 units 
on a few acres and tho rest is parking 
with n small green space In the center," 
sold Gerald Pago, 309 E. Kenllworth 
Ave., Prospect Heights. "This Is not in 
keeping with the character of the neigh- 
borhood." 


Members of the plan commission had 


previously noted the problems caused by 
tho high density of apartments on a 
small amount of usable land. However, 
Herb Lortz, chairman of the commission 
laid the commission had little legal pow- 
er to stop the development It It met vil- 
lage codes. 


Pago, on the other hand, said lawyers 


representing his group felt the village 


could legally prevent the development 
because of the problems it would create. 
"I do feel they arc ready to take this to 
court if they have to," he said. 


According to Page, about 20 Prospect 


Heights residents have formed a com- 
mittee to protest present plans for Swan 
Lake. He said the group is working with 
an ad hoc committee of the Prospect 
Heights Improvement Association 
(PHIA) which has been pushing for the 
incorporation of Prospect Heights. 


ALTHOUGH ONLY five residents were 


present Thursday, Page said other mem- 
bers would turn out for coming meetings. 
Ho said other residents had not appeared 
because they felt certain legal questions • 
would have to be answered before the 
plans could be approved. 


Page explained that his group Is not 


opposed to the concept of a planned de- 
velopment on the property. "There are 
planned developments that take into ac- 
count the surrounding area," he said. 
"Wo just don't feel there has been 
enough time and study devoted to this." 


If the development is built according to 


current plans, Page said "each end 
would become an asphalt jungle. If they 
want to build in tho flood plain, this is 
their problem and not the residents'." 


Jack Gllligan of tho PHIA raised ques- 


tions about several village ordinances 
which he said were violated by present 
plans. One of the ordinances governs the 
procedure involved with public-use desig- 
nations for school-park sites. 


School Dlst. 21 has reserved eight 


acres of land for a school site on the 
Swan Lake property. The district has one 
year from the time final plans are ap- 
proved to either buy the land or release 
its claim to the site. 


GILLIGAN POINTED out that the 


eight acre site must be designated on the 
plans and included in the density calcu- 
lations for the project Developers, how- 
ever, argued that if the school site is des- 
ignated in their plans, It will not be con- 
sidered part of their planned devel- 
opment. Thus, plans for the property 
would not be approved, and therefore the 
one-year limit would not apply. 


Members of the plan commission said 


they would have to consult the village 
attorney for an opinion on the problem. 


Page questioned another ordinance 


that states any rezonlng becomes void if 
developers do not begin construction 
within two years. Since zoning for Swan 
Lake was approved in February, 1971, 
the apartment zoning may no longer ap- 
ply to the property. 


Plan commission members noted, how- 


ever, that the ordinance governing the 
two-year time limit was passed in 1972. 
They said they would have to check with 
the attorney to find out if the ordinance 
is retroactive to the Swan Lake zoning. 


GILLIGAN ALSO questioned flood con- 


trol problems that might result from the 
development. He said the proposed reten- 
tion lake would be on-stream retention 
created by widening the creek, a method 
which he said is not viewed as effective 
by many engineers. 


A natural resources report from the 


North Cook County Water and Soil Con- 
servation District also pointed out the 
problems of on-stream retention. The re- 
port further noted that siltation, up- 
stream flooding and a downstream haz- 
ard might result from the proposed re- 
tention plans. 


Members of the plan commission ta- 


bled discussion of the matter until Aug. 
23 so they could obtain a legal opinion 
from the village attorney on the various 
village ordinances. 


Danger of serious flooding 
from Swan Lake, says report 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Swan Lake, a 624-unlt apartment proj- 


ect proposed for southern Wheeling, may 
cause serious flooding and siltation prob- 
lems along McDonald Creek, according 
to n report from tho North Cook County 
Soil and Water Conservation District. 


Developers aro planning to provide 


storm water retention for their project 
by enlarging McDonald Creek, which 
runs through the middle of tho property. 
Tho lake created by this enlargement 
would provide storm water storage and 
be used for recreational purposes. 


The property is located on Wheeling 


Road just north of St. Alphonsus Catholic 
Church. 


In a natural resource report on the proj- 


ect, the conservation district recom- 
mended that great care be taken In ap- 
proving the project. "In this case, the 
North Cook County Soil and Water Con- 
servation District board would like to 
emphasize that the problems are -of a 
serious nature, and can only be over- 
come with the most careful planning and 
at considerable expense." 


THE FIRST problem discussed in the 


report Is caused by the on-stream reten- 
tion proposed by developers. The report 
stated many engineers do not feel such 
retention Is effective, and further noted 
that "water quality would very likely be 
very Inferior and situations would prob- 
ably be a constant problem." 


Moreover, the report stated that a 


weir-type dam proposed for the retention 
lake might cause serious problems along 
the creek. "It is the feeling of this board 
that plans as outlined by. the developers 
may create a downstream hazard when 
the dam Is constructed and may also 
create additional flooding upstream," the 
report reads. 


Developers from the First American 


Development Co. rioted that there Is cur- 
rently a controversy over the effective- 
ness of on-stream retention. Ralph Stoet- 
zcl said many engineers favor this math- 
od while others oppose It. 


"We have an outside engineer, and I 


believe he has talked to your village en- 
gineer," he told the plan commission 
Thursday. "I believe that the two are in 
agreement that on stream storage is gen- 
erally looked upon as better than any 
other kind. This group apparently would 
like to dispute this." 


THE CONSERVATION district's report 


said the proposed retention basin would 
also create problems in maintaining the 
quality of water in the lake. The report 
states that nutrients washed into the lake 
would promote the growth of algae, while 
sediment from upstream would cause all- 
tatlon problems. 


"Both of these conditions could become 


more serious as the watershed upstream 
from the site is developed for urban 
uses," the report states.

Stoetzel said his firm plans to maintain

He fur- 
ther noted that his company bad already 
prepared a covenant stating they would 
be responsible for maintaining the reten- 
tion basin and keeping it free of siltation 
problems. 


The conservation district further sug- 


gested that the village might be inter- 
ested in preserving some of the large 
trees and other vegetation on the site. 
According to the report, the site is pre- 
sently used for recreation by nearby resi- 
dents. 


STOETZEL SAID, however, most of 


the vegetation would have to be removed 
from the site. "There isn't a great deal 
we can save because the vegetation is 
along the stream bed which we plan to 
enlarge Into a lake," he said. 


The district report also urged that ex- 


tensive soil testing be done at the site, 
and that a soil erosion program be in- 
itiated. Stoetzel said his firm has made 
arrangements for both matters. 


While expressing concern over the re- 


port, members of the plan commission 
said they would have to have.time to re- 
view the recommendations before further 
discussion. They also noted that the vil- 
lage engineer and Metropolitan Sanitary 
District would provide some control over 
the problems mentioned in the report.

A federal investigation of Schaumburg 


officials announced last week may be 
linked to a probe of former Schaumburg 
State Bank president Ward Weaver's role 
in a 1971 zoning deal in which the village 
obtained a hospital site in return for high 
density zoning. 


On July 31, The Herald carried a story 


reporting the Weaver investigation based 
on information obtained from sources in 
the U. S. Justice Department in Chicago. 
. The search has concentrated on the 
methods used to obtain a 20-acre 
Schaumburg Road site on which Rush- 
Presbyterian-St Luke's Medical Center 
plans to build a ISO-bed facility. 


THE LAND WAS donated to RPSL by 


J. Emll Anderson and Sons. It is just 
west of a 57-acre tract on which the de- 
veloper was granted zoning for 567 apart- 
ment units. 


Weaver, indicted on.federal charges 


last year, was chairman of a village 
committee responsible for developing a 
hospital in Schaumburg. 


A. Harold Anderson, of the development 


firm, is reported to have substantial inter 
est in Schaumburg State Bank where be 
served as a director from 1966 to last 
year. 


Also connected with the bank, was 


Paul Brandel, part-owner of the Schaum- 
burg Road land and active as a director 
of several Chicago-area hospitals. He 
was reportedly involved In the 1971 zon- 
ing transaction. 


THOUGH HERALD stories identify 


Weaver as hospital committee chairman 
until after June, 1971, he last month de- 
nied Involvement In the land negotiations 
and said he had been replaced as head of 
the committee in 1970. 
.A Justice Department 
spokesman 


recently refused to confirm or deny that 
an investigation is in progress con- 
cerning the land donation and subsequent 
zoning action. 
• However, another reliable U.S. gov- 
ernment source indicated the govern- 
ment is attempting to learn if any im- 


proper influence was exerted by a devel- 
oper to obtain zoning. 


MAYOR ROBERT 0. Atcher expresses 


surprise Friday on learning of the report- 
ed investigation. 


"I have not been contacted by anyone 


and I, frankly, know nothing at all about 
it," Atcher said. 


He suggested that investigations of this 


type usually occur "after someone has 
done some complaining about things they 
feel have gone amiss in a community." 


Atcher said that such complaints could 


have been instigated by a "vindictive" 
loser in a recent election campaign. 
"But, then again, who knows," he added. 


HOWEVER, ATCHER rejected the 


idea of a federal Investigation into Weav- 
er's part in the Anderson zoning case. 


"Ward Weaver played no role in this 


or any other zoning matter," Atcher 
said. He explained that Weaver had nev- 
er been chairman of the hospital com- 
mittee but may have given that impres- 
sion. 


The mayor said that in 1966, Weaver 


offered to make some contacts con- 
cerning establishment of a hospital in the 
community.

Basketball coaching in the Holy Land

Mike Burkcy's.lovo for sports led him 


to coach basketball for junior high 
school boys — in Israel. 


During a timeout from coaching, Mike, 


21, camped on the Sinai Desert where he 
met the wandering Bedouins with their 
camels and flocks of sheep and goats. He 
picked cotton and oranges from dawn til 
dusk In the fields near Tel Aviv and sang 
songs on his guitar to Jewish and Arab 
children. 
, 


Supported by several churches in the 


Chicago area, Mike's mission was to 
learn as much as ho could about Israel, 
its people and Biblical history for later 
seminars. And to boot, he also was to 
coach basketball and a few other sports 
to young boys at a kibbutz. 


"I ALWAYS HAVE been Interested in 


sports," said Mike, who was a student at 
the Moody Blblo Institute In Chicago and 
Is currently director of the Lost and 
Found Coffee House, 2113 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. "A pro- 
fessor from the institute mentioned about 
mo going to Israel, to the Holy Land, and 
that's how things got started. 


Last fall Mike boarded the plane and 


landed in Tel Aviv, not knowing the 
Hebrew language or a familiar face. But 
during his eight-month stay he learned to 
speak some Hebrew and Arabic. He lived 
with several Arab and Israeli families 
and was "adopted" by a young Jewish 
couple at a kibbutz, the Netzer Sirlne. 


"There's a lot of history behind the old 


country," said Mike. "It was really 
thrilling to me that people were so na- 
tionally minded." 


"THEY (JEWS) are so enthusiastic to 


have returned to a barren nothing of 
land," said Mike. "They built up this 
whole land." 


Mike lived and worked for more than 


half a year on a kibbutz, a collective 
farm or settlement that is organized on a 
communal basis. "You give all that you 
can and receive only what you need." "I 
had no problems living there . . . just 
picked oranges and cotton," he said. 


However, Mike did observe that there 


was a breakdown of the family structure 
in the kubbutz. When a boy turns 13 
years old, he is considered a man, he 
said. "He doesn't live with his parents 
anymore; he lives In a cafeteria, a dor- 
mitory situation and hardly commu- 
nicates with his parents. 


"During the day the younger children 


ore sent to the children's home and the 
parents leave for work," said Mike. 
"And there's no submissive role of wom- 
en, not like there Is here." 


BESIDES WORK in the community, 


Mike found time to take language 
classes, coach the young boys in basket- 
ball and help build cabins for a youth 
camp nearby. 


"I just wanted to learn about the 


people, to live with them and study the 
doctrines of their beliefs," he said. "I 


was adopted by kibbutz parents, Pini and 
Mazou, and they taught me things to 
help me. I was like a child growing up in 
a kibbutz and they were my parents — 
mine when I needed them. 


"The kibbutz is everything. We grow 


our own food, have our own weddings 
and Friday night movies . . . when you 
leave the kibbutz you have nothing." 


But Mike noted that tho young people 


arc going away from the communal sites 
and seeking out other ways of life. "It's 
monotonous . . . working six days a 
week. 


"However, the kibbutz is still there 


since the older members find it a "neces- 
sity" as they did 25 years ago when they 
gathered together for protection," be 
said. 


"TO REMAIN IN the kibbutz takes a 


very dedicated person or a very Insecure 
person," said Mike. "There's no mental 
responsibility." 


Whereas the biggest problems with 


young people in the United States might 
be drugs or sex, the greatest problem 
with young persons in Israel is self 
worth, according to Mike. "They have 
the depressed attitude that the day is a 
monotonous path. It's not the land of 
milk and honey as they say. On drugs, it 
might be hash, but more Arabs use it 
than Jews because Jews are so busy all 
of the time. 


"The Jewish people are a hardened 


people . . . some still had tatooed num- 
bers on their arms from concentration 
camp days. It takes months to win their 
friendship, but once you do you've got a 
friend for life. 


"Most of the people were friendly to 


me, but tourism is a main industry 
there. They look at the tourist as the guy 
with burmuda shorts and camera strap- 
ped around his neck." 


Arab hospitality is "insurpassable," 


according to Mike. "They are always 
bending over backwards for you, espe- 
cially when eating a meal. They want 
your eyes to be bigger than your stom- 
ach. If you finish all, they get insulted, 
but if you leave your plate half full, 
that's good, because you had stuffed 
yourself."

in harmony, but on the border there's 
conflict, ho said. "The Arabs had occu- 
pied Israel at one time, sometime be- 
tween 9000 and 2000 B.C.," he said. 
"Since then, the Arabs are coming back, 
even after losing battles with the Jews. 
It's like the American Indian situation 
here." 


Young persons, both men and women 


in the Israeli army, carry machine-guns 
on their shoulders, and are prepared for 
any confrontation, he said. "But they 
don't bother the Arabs in Israel," he 
added. "They live together and walk side 
by side." 


Breaking off from the kibbutz, Mike 


went on an archaelogical Bible tour, a 
tour of places Christ was said to have 
covered during his ministry. The main 
purpose of the tour was that Mike was 
supported by various churches so that he 
can get facts for seminars he was to give 
after his trip. 


"I visited the archeo'.ogical digs be- 


cause I wanted to see with my own eyes 
how they (events) were taking place." 


MIKE TRAVELED to the Wailing 


Wall, where thousands of Jews pray each 
day. "People believed that the wall was 
the Western wall of the Temple, which is 
to be rebuilt But an Arab Mosque would 
be where the temple was. After some 
digs underneath the wall, archeologists 
find that it may be the eastern wall, so 
the mosque won't be in the way at all." 


He traveled to Jericho and saw the 


crumbled walls where Joshua had his 
battle, according to the Bible, to the Gar- 
den Tomb where Christ is supposed to be 
buried and to the 3,000-year-old olive tree 
in the Garden of Gethsemane. 
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Sets guidelines through 1990 
Village board to adopt new 
master plan ruling tonight

Buffalo Grove's master plan, which 


sots dawn guidelines for village ex- 
pansion and development until 1090, will 
be adopted tonight by the village board. 


The plan was given tentative approval 


In February. Tonight's action will consist 
of the board passing an ordinance adopt- 
ing It. 


The planning nrca taken Into consid- 


eration by the rr aster plan Includes the 
present Incorporated property In the vil- 
lage as well as adjoining unincorporated 
area that Is primarily to the north and 
northeast In Lake County. 


By 1990. the master plan predicts the 


village will have a population of 56,000 
persons and Its boundaries will extend 
north to 111. Rtc. 22, south to about Dun- 
dee Road, cost to Milwaukee Avenue 
and west to about Arlington Heights 
Road. At present, the village has about 
18,000 residents and extends only to 
about Busch Road on the north and about 
Buffalo Grove Road on the cast. 


In the period from 1060-70, the village 


grew from 1,500 to 12,000 persons, and is 
expected to grow to 33,000 to 40,000 poi- 
sons by 1080. 


IN 1070, THERE were 3,092 dwelling 


units in the village compared to 4,274 In 
1072, an Increase of 38 per cent. At pre- 
sent, 50 per cent of the village area con- 
sists of single-family homes, while six 
per cent Is made up of multi-family 
units in the village compared to 4,274 In 
schools, parks, utilities, streets and com- 
mercial uses. 


Although development trends in the vil- 


lage are leaning toward townhouso, con- 
dominium and apartment construction, 
the master plan predicts the village will 
remain primarily a single-family homo 
community. About IS per cent of the 
units in the village are rentals at pre- 
sent. This percentage is not expected to 
change significantly. 


At the present time, 56 per cent of the 


developed area Is residential, 25 per cent 
consists of utilities and streets, 16.5 per 
cent Is devoted to schools and parks and 
2.3 per cent devoted to commerce. There 
Is no Industry In the village at this time. 


A largo industrial area near the Soo 


Lino Railroad tracks between Aptaklslc 
and Lake-Cook roads, however, has been 
proposed. A much smaller industrial 
area on Dundee Road, west of Arlington 


Heights Road, Is also planned. The pro- 
posed Industry should help the tax base 
and give individual homeowners some 
property tax relief. It Is not known when 
the Industrial development will take 
place. 


A VILLAGE CENTER, at the con- 


vergence of Lake Cook Buffalo Grove 
and Old McHcnry roads has also been 
proposed by the master plan. The area 
would be set aside for retail stores, pro- 
fessional offices as well as other com- 
mercial uses. 


A variety of public facilities such as 


municipal offices, a public library, audi- 
torium and museum have been proposed 
for the southern end of the village cen- 
ter. 


The master plan calls for the pre- 


servation of a number of open space 
areas throughout the village. At present, 
the village Is studying the possibility of 
purchasing the Buffalo Grove Golf Club 
and preserving it for use by the village. 
The golf course, which fronts on Lake- 
Cook Road across from the village hall, 
is privately owned. 


Other largo areas the village hopes to 


obtain for recreational purposes include 
Chevy Chose Country Club and the Ar- 
lington Golf Club. Both are privately 
owned and are at present unincorpo- 
rated. 


There are also plans to develop some 


property at the southwest corner of Ar- 
lington Heights and Checker roads Into a 
recreation area. The site has been pro- 
posed for a 100-acrc retention basin to 
help alleviate flooding on Buffalo Creek. 
When the facility is not in use it would be 
suitable for picnics, sports activities and 
boating. The Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict (MSD), the Lake County Forest 
Preserve District and the village are 
working out an agreement which would 
allow construction of the project. 


DURING THE NEXT several years, 


the village Is also planning to develop an 
extensive system of walking and cycling 
trails throughout the village. 


By the time the village reaches a popu- 


lation of 25,000 persons, the master plan 
proposes formation of a municipal fire 
department. At this time, Lake County 
village residents are served by the Long 
Grove Rural Fire Protection District and 
residents In Cook County are served by 
the Wheeling Township Rural Fire Pro*

objection and voted to keep the book In 
the library. 


Hltzcman said the Dlst. 96 censorship 


policy Is taken from the America School 
Board Journal. It wa developed, he said, 
by the National Association of Teachers 
of English. 


"The policy is designed to cover all 


educational materials and not just 
books," Hltzcman pointed out. "This 
would Include fllmstrips, tapes and all 
other audio visual materials." 


The policy outlines the procedure to be 


followed by anyone objecting to mate- 
rials and specifies that a committee 
mode up of teachers and librarians re- 
view the material hi question. 


THE FINAL decision on controversial 


materials will be made by the school 
board according to the policy.

dan Rosen, the Center's executive direc- 
tor, the new budget was necessary be- 
cause of the projected increase in funds. 


The center must submit a budget to 


the State Department of Mental Health 
each year. If its budget or anticipated 
funds change by more than S per cent, 
the center must submit a new budget to 
the state office or the center's state 
funds will be withheld. 


THE NEW BUDGET, the largest ever, 


according to Rosen, is close to $260,000 
for the next year. When the center start- 
ed about 2V4 years ago, its budget was 
about $40,000. 


Rosen explained at the meeting Thurs- 


day that the increased funds would per- 
mit tho hiring of at least three full-time 
and one part-time caseworker. 


The addition to the staff would require 


additional space, according to Rosen, 
because there is no additional room In 
the Farmhouse at the present time. The 
Farmhouse is adjacent to Alexlan Broth- 
ers Medical Center on Biesterfield Road. 


The Increase in personnel will allow 


the center to increase its caseload from 
about 450 to at least 550, according to 
Rosen. The increased load will mean 
about $8,000 more in patient fees. 


A large chunk of the $70,000 is the

ROSEN WILL meet with Schaumburg 


Township officials later this month to 
discuss the possibility of a grant from 
them. If the funds are received, accord- 
ing to Rosen, there's a possibility that 
the staff of the center could be increased 
even further. 


A major part ($199,065) of the budget 


will go for staff salaries, with the rest for 
other operating expenses including the 
addition to The Farmhouse. The addition 
should be finished by December. 


According to Rosen, some of the addi- 


tions to the Center will be a 24-hour 
phone answering service that will be 
started soon to refer patients to a case- 
worker In emergency situations. 


Also, Rosen hopes to have one new

American culture. 


Although she's learned to speak Eng- 


lish fluently at night school and has stud- 
led American culture in books, several 
things she has seen in the village have 
surprised her, such as Elk Grove High 
School. 


"THE KIDS IN high school here seem 


so much older,"- said Keiko, who at 18 
would have just graduated from high 
school here. "And they have much more 
freedom. Back home, it is rare for any- 
one to date until after they have gone 
away to college. The same thing applies 
to those who want to smoke." 


Keiko hopes to go to college when she 


graduates from high school this spring, if 
there's room for her. Colleges In Japan 
are crowded and you don't always get 
into the college of your choice. You must 
go where there is room, Keiko says. 


She also marveled at the fashions of 


today's high schoolers. "So many of 
them wear jeans," she said, "while we 
wear uniforms to school." 


ONE OF THE things she liked was the 


way classes were conducted at Elk 
Grove High School. "There's so much 
freedom In class to ask questions," she 
said. "One doesn't question the teacher 
in Japanese schools. You just listen." 


Of course American slang was another 


item of interest to Keiko, who's first 
slang term was "scoot over." Although 


she's studied English for the past five 
years, she learned almost no slang until 
her visit here. 


"Most English language teachers In 


Japan don't know any slang," said 
Keiko, "so they can't teach It." 


Keiko's presently staying with Mr. and 


Mrs. Walter Haas of Elk Grove Village, 
who said they're learning as much about 
Japan as their guest is about America. 


For all the differences, there are a lot 


of similarities between Japan and Amer- 
ica, according to Keiko, whose favorite 
singer is Engelbert Humperdinck. 


P R O B L E M S WITH racial dis- 


crimination against Koreans and the Chi- 
nese, along with rising food costs and 


pollution, are just a few of Japan's prob- 
lems that are similar to those in the 
United States. 


Even the diet of the typical Japanese 


citizen is becoming more American, es- 
pecially among the younger generation, 
which is drinking more coffee these days 
with their morning cereal. 


"Some of the young people think that 


just because it is American, it is good," 
according to Keiko, who doesn't agree 
completely with that theory. 


Keiko's first month here has been busy 


with sightseeing, going to school for a 
visit and even sitting in a meeting of the 
Elk Grove Village board. She's also been 
to Chicago, where she bought some books 


on American culture. 


WHEN SHE returns to Japan, she'll 


write an essay about her trip for the 
Lions Club national magazine. The local 
Lions club chapter, Keiko's host, is tak- 
ing part in the youth exchange program 
for the second year. 


Although Keiko's father, who has the 


unusual occupation of being a profes- 
sional bicyclist, is not a member of the 
Lions Club, she applied for the chance to 
come here anyway, competing with oth- 
ers her own age. 


She hopes to return to Elk Grove Vil- 


lage someday to see "all the friendly 
people she has met here." Ultimately, 
she'd like to get a job as a translator. 


Judge LaPlante dispenses stern justice

"Hear ye, hear ye ... all rise and 


face the bench." 


Each Wednesday this cry signals the 


start of another session of the Elk Grove 
Village Court. In the next few hours, a 
variety of people accused of traffic viola- 
tions, disorderly conduct, burglary and 
assault will pass through the council 
room of the Elk Grove Village Municipal 
Building. 


Long before Associate Judge Albert H. 


LaPlante takes his place at the front of 
the room, the accused and their accusers 
drift into the courtroom. The black vinyl 
chairs fill slowly as court time ap- 
proaches. 


As in any gathering of strangers, the 


spectators seat themselves erratically 
throughout the room. Groups of two or 


three persons huddle together, talking 
among themselves or staring straight 
ahead. 


At the front of the room a green-jack- 


eted, white haired court clerk carrying a 
cup of coffee takes his seat at the semi- 
circular council table. He is soon joined 
by several other clerks, the court report- 
er, the state's attorney and the judge. 


JUDGE LapLANTE has the no-non- 


sense attitude of an old-time country 
judge. Dressed In black robes, his long- 
ish white hair combed back from his 
forehead, he is an awe-inspiring figure. 


The courtroom veteran has no qualms 


about chewing out the people appearing 
before him. In one morning session, he 
chastises a woman whose husband and 
son failed to appear for their trial 


"The most important thing on their ca- 


lendar should have been this court date," 
Judge LaPlante told the middle-aged 
woman. "On the next date, they're going 
to be here — that goes for both your 
husband and son." 


Later, Judge LaPlante castigates the 


mother of a 15-year-old boy caught riding 
a motorcycle without a driver's license. 


"It's the nature of a child at this ten- 


der age not to resist temptation," he 
said. "By letting your son buy this mo- 
torcycle, you Implied consent You're as 
guilty as be Is." 


THE JUDGE outlines the penalty for 


the boy's offense — a $1,000 fine or a 
year in jail — and warns the mother 
about the physical dangers of motorcycle 
riding. Then, at the state's attorney's 
request, be pots the boy on supervision

Improvements totaling $80,000 to the 


Samuel Kirk Center are planned with the 
cooperation of the 10 area school districts 
that contribute to the funding of the 
school for handicapped children In Pala- 
tine. 


The Kirk Center, 520 S. Plum Grove 


Hd., was built by the Northwest Subur- 
ban Speical Education Organization 
(NSSEO), a cooperative established in 
1962 to educate handicapped children. 


(The cooperative incluues Northwest 


suburban school districts 21, IS, 23, 25, 
16, 54,57,59,211 and 214.) 


NSSEO la requesting contributions 


from member school districts to pay for 
recreation equipment, landscaping and a 
canopy bus stop shelter. Each district's 
share of the $80,000 cost, he said, is to be 
determined by the district's average 
daily attendance and its assessed valu- 
ation. 


SOME OF THE SCHOOL systems, in- 


cluding 211, 54 and 59, have agreed to 
take their share out of operating funds 
they have on hand. 


NSSEO is asking other districts who do 


not have available funds to levy a special 
2-cent tax to collect their share. Under a 
special house bill, school districts can 
levy the two-cent tax without conducting 
a referendum, he said. 


"What we're trying to do Is complete 


some of the things that were proposed as 
part of the original plan for the center, 
but just couldn't be done at the time be- 
cause of a lack of funds," he said. "We 
built the center, but had no money left 


over for site work and playground equip- 
ment" 


Wightraan said NSSEO hopes to land- 


scape the grounds of the school, Install 
swings, climbing apparatus and a base- 
ball diamond, fencing and construct a 
canopy to protect students from bad 
weather as they wait for buses. 


Presently, there are no outside recrea- 


tion facilities at -the school, although 
there is a large indoor multi-purpose 
room with equipment and space for com- 
petitive games. 


IN ADDITION TO the funds from dis- 


tricts 211, 54 and 59, Wightman said 
NSSEO has been assured of monies from 
districts 26 and 15. Dist. 15, he said, will 
wait to decide whether or not to levy the 
two-cent tax until bids are in on the 
scheduled improvements. 


"We don't expect to exceed $80,000," 


Wightman said, "but right now, all we 
have are estimates." 


Wightman said he Is pleased with the 


school district's response to the NSSEO 
request for funds.

Ho 
picked cotton and oranges from dawn til 
dusk In the fields near Tel Aviv and sang 
songs on his guitar to Jewish and Arab 
children. 


Supported by several churches in tho 


Chicago area, Mike's mission was to 
learn as much as ho could about Israel, 
Its people and Biblical history for later 
seminars. And to boot, ho also was to 
coach basketball and a few other sports 
to young boys at a kibbutz. 


"I ALWAYS HAVE been interested In 


sports," said Mike, who was a student at 
tho Moody Bible Institute in Chicago and 
Is currently director of the Lost and 
Found Coffee House, 2113 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. "A pro- 
fessor from (he Institute mentioned about 
mo going to Israel, to tho Holy Land, and 
that's how things got started. 


Last fall Mlko boarded tho piano and 


landed In Tel Aviv, not knowing tho 
Hebrew language or a familiar face. But 
during his eight-month stay he learned to 
speak some Hebrew and Arabic. Ho lived 
with several Arab and Israeli families 
and was "adopted" by a young Jewish 
couple at a kibbutz, the Nctzcr Sirinc. 


"There's a lot of history behind the old 


country," said Mike. "It was really 
thrilling to me that people wcro so na- 
tionally minded." 


"THEY (JEWS) arc so enthusiastic to 


have returned to a barren nothing of 
land," said Mike. "They built up this 
whole land." 


Mlko lived and worked for more than 


half a year on a kibbutz, a collective 
farm or settlement that is organized on a 


communal basis. "You give all that you 
can and receive only what you need." "I 
had no problems living there . . . just 
picked oranges and cotton," he said. 


However, Mlko did observe that thero 


was a breakdown of the family structure 
In tho kubbutz. When a boy turns 13 
years old, he is considered a man, he 
said. "Ho doesn't livo with his parents 
anymore; ho lives in a cafeteria, a dor- 
mitory situation and hardly commu- 
nicates with his parents. 


"During tho day the younger children 


ore sent to the children's homo and tho 
parents leave for work," said Mike. 
"And there's no submissive role of wom- 
en, not like thero is here." 


BESIDES WORK In the community, 


Mlko found time to take language 
classes, coach tho young boys in basket- 
ball and help build cabins for a youth 
camp nearby. 


"I just wanted to learn about tho 


people, to live with them and study tho 
doctrines of their beliefs," ho said. "I 
was adopted by kibbutz parents, Pint and 
Mazou, and they taught mo things to 
help me. I was like a child growing up in 
a kibbutz and they were my parents — 
mine when I needed them. 


"The kibbutz is everything. Wo grow 


our own food, have our own weddings 
and Friday night movies . . . when you 
leave the kibbutz you have nothing." 


But Miko noted that tho young people 


arc going away from the communal sites 
and seeking out other ways of life. "It's 
monotonous . . . working six days a 
week. 


"However, the kibbutz Is still thero 


since tho older members find It a "neces- 
sity" as they did 25 years ago when they 
gathered together for protection," he 
said. 


"TO REMAIN IN tho kibbutz takes a 


very dedicated person or a very insecure 
person," said Mike. "There's no mental 
responsibility." 


Whereas the biggest problems with 


young people in the United States might 
be drugs or sex, the greatest problem 
with young persons in Israel is self 
worth, according to Mike. "They have 
the depressed attitude that the day is a 
monotonous path. It's not the land of 
milk and honey as they say. On drugs, it 
might bo hash, but more Arabs uso it 
than Jews because Jews are so busy all 
of the time. 


"The Jewish people are a hardened 


people . . . some still had tatooed num- 
bers on their arms from concentration 
camp days. It takes months to win their 
friendship, but once you do you've got a 
friend for life. 


"Most of tho people were friendly to 


me, but tourism Is a main industry 
there. They look at the tourist as the guy 
with burmuda shorts and camera strap- 
ped around his neck." 


Arab hospitality is "insurpassable," 


according to Mike. "They are always 
bending over backwards for you, espe- 
cially when eating a meal. They want 
your eyes to bo bigger than your stom- 
ach. If you finish all, they get insulted, 
but if you leave your plate half full, 
that's good, because you had stuffed 
yourself." 


INSIDE ISREAL Jews and Arabs live 


In harmony, but on the border there's 
conflict, he said. "The Arabs had occu- 
pied Israel at one time, sometime be- 
tween 9000 and 2000 B.C.," he said. 
"Since then, the Arabs are coming back, 
even after losing battles with the Jews. 
It's like the American Indian situation 
here." 


Young persons, both men and women 


in the Israeli army, carry machine-guns 
on their shoulders, and ore prepared for 
any confrontation, he said. "But they 
don't bother the Arabs in Israel," he 
added. "They live together and walk side 
by side."

Gnbros' apartment was damaged 
by a combined storm and sewer water 
backup in early July. Management has 
made some repairs, but the apartment 
still bears signs of the flood, he said. 


"Everytlmo it rains, water comes Into 


the room where our babies sleep," Gav- 
ros commented. The Gnvros children are 
one and two years old. 


Marty and Kathy Rablnovltz, said wa- 


ter cnme through their bedroom windows 
and dripped down the west wall of their 
apartment Thursday night. 


"After a half hour discussion with the 


resident manager on Friday, I was as- 
sured that our leakage problems would 
bo corrected," Mrs. Rablnovltz later told 
The Herald. 


She and her husband agreed bugs sim- 


ilar to those observed in the wet entry- 
way Thursday are a problem In the com- 
plex. 


"We have had minor bug problems in 


our apartment, and have been told we 
are not the only tenants who have experi- 
enced this," said Marty Rablnovltz. 


MRS. COOL sold she has not seen bugs 


In her apartment, though she frequently 
has observed them In hallways. 


The Laskys have reported bug, rodent 


and other problems to the complex man- 
agement, but claim they have received 
little or no response.

Last fall Mike boarded the plane and 


landed in Tel Aviv, not knowing the 
Hebrew language or a familiar face. But 
during his eight-month stay he learned to 
speak some Hebrew and Arabic. He lived 
with several Arab and Israeli families 
and was "adopted" by a young Jewish 
couple at a kibbutz, the Nctzer Slrlne. 


"There's a lot of history behind the old 


country," said Mike. "It was really 
thrilling to me that people were so na- 
tionally minded." 


"THEY (JEWS) are so enthusiastic to 


have returned to a barren nothing of 
land," said Mike. "They built up this 
whole land." 


Mike lived and worked for more than 


half a year on a kibbutz, a collective 
farm or settlement that Is organized on a 
communal basis. "You give all that you 
can and receive only what you need." "I 
had no problems living there . . . Just 
picked oranges and cotton," he said. 


However, Mike did observe that there 


was a breakdown of the family .structure 
in the kubbutz. When a boy turns 13 
years old, he is considered a man, he 
said. "He doesn't live with his parents 
anymore; ho lives in a cafeteria, a dor- 
mitory situation and hardly commu- 
nicates with his parents. 


"During the day the younger children 


are sent to the children's home and the 
parents leave for work," said Mike. 
"And there's no submissive role of wom- 
en, not like there is here." 


BESIDES WORK In the community, 


Mike found time to take language 
classes, coach the young boys hi basket- 
ball and help build cabins for a youth 
camp nearby. 


"I just wanted to learn about the 


people, to live with them and study the 
doctrines of their beliefs," he said. "I 
was adopted by kibbutz parents, Pini and 
Mazou, and they taught me things to 
help me. I was like a child growing up in 
a kibbutz and they were my parents — 
mine when I needed them. 


"The kibbutz is everything. We grow 


our own food, have our own weddings 
and Friday night movies . . . when you 
leave the kibbutz you have nothing." 


But Mike noted that the young people 


are going away from the communal sites

and seeking out other ways of life. "It's 
monotonous . . . working six days a 
week. 


"However, the kibbutz is still there 


since the older members find it a "neces- 
sity" as they did 25 years ago when they 
gathered together for protection," he 
said. 


"TO REMAIN IN the kibbutz takes a 


very dedicated person or a very insecure 
person," said Mike. "There's no mental 
responsibility." 


Whereas the biggest problems with 


young people in the United States might 
be drugs or sex, the greatest problem 
with young persons in Israel is self 
worth, according to Mike. "They have 
the depressed attitude that the day is a 
monotonous path. It's not the land of 
milk and honey as they say. On drugs, it 
might bo hash, but more Arabs use it 
than Jews because Jews are so busy all 
of the time. 


"The Jewish people are a hardened 


people . . . some still had tatooed num- 
bers on their arms from concentration 
camp days. It takes months to win their 
friendship, but once you do you've got a 
friend for life. 


"Most of the people were friendly to 


me, but tourism is a main industry 
there. They look at the tourist as the guy 
with burmuda shorts and camera strap- 
ped around his neck." 


Arab hospitality is "insurpassable," 


according to Mike. "They are always 
bending over backwards for you, espe- 
cially when eating a meal. They want 
your eyes to be bigger than your stom- 
ach. If you finish all, they get insulted, 
but If you leave your plate half full, 
that's good, because you had stuffed 
yourself." 


INSIDE 1SREAL Jews and Arabs live 


in harmony, but on the border there's 
conflict, he said. "The Arabs had occu- 
pied Israel at one time, sometime be- 
tween 9000 and 2000 B.C." he said. 
"Since then, the Arabs are coming back, 
even after losing battles with the Jews. 
It's like the American Indian situation 
here." 


Young persons, both men and women 


in the Israeli army, carry machine-guns 
on their shoulders, and are prepared for 
any confrontation, he said. "But they 
don't bother the Arabs in Israel," he 
added. "They live together and walk side 
by side." 


Breaking off from the kibbutz, Mike 


went on an archaeloglcal Bible tour, a 
tour of places Christ was said to have 
covered during his ministry. The main 
purpose of the tour was that Mike was 
supported by various churches so that he 
can get facts for seminars he was to give 
after bis trip.

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Council will 
again discuss 
bakery store 


The Rolling Meadows City Council to- 


morrow night will again take up the pro- 
posal to build a bakery thrift store on 
Klrchoff Road east of the Sunoco gas sta- 
tion. 


The Continental Baking Company's 


plan, which has been pending before the 
council since late May, has twice been 
set aside by the council for a final vote. 


Indications are that the plan will not 


bo approved since a tentative vote by al- 
dermen two weeks ago showed at least 
four aldermen arc not in favor of the 
plan. A fifth alderman, Fredrick Jacob- 
son (5th), who was not at the meeting 
when the tentative vote was taken, is 
also known to be against the proposal. 


Two-thirds of the council or seven 


votes, Is needed to pass the measure. Op- 
posing the plan two weeks ago were Al- 
dermen Kenneth Retzko (5th), Thomas 
Scanlan (1st), Merrill Wucrch (1st), and 
James Huddleston (4th). 


The vote was not official, however, 


since a quorum was not present at the 
meeting. 


PUBLIC OPPOSITION has followed 


the proposal since it was first presented 
(o a Cook County Zoning Board meeting 


May 4. The plan calls for construction of 
a bakery thrift store on the two-acre site 
on Klrchoff Road. The land Is currently 
located In unincorporated Cook County, 
but would be annexed by the city If the 
proposal is accepted by the council. 


The bakery would sell day-old Items 


and operate a delivery route system to 
other outlets In the area. 


Residents living on Holly Lane, located 


behind the site, have fought the plan be- 
cause they say the commercial store 
would not be compatible with residential 
zoning In tho area. They have also 
charged flooding problems on their street 
would worsen because the bakery would 
be built on flood plain land. 


The dty zoning commission has already

Cruikshank is missing; 
contempt warrant issued 


A warrant has been Issued for con- 


tempt of court against Gordon L. Cruik- 
shank, the self-proclaimed archbishop 
who was ordered in December to stop 
the mail-order issuance of doctor of di- 
vinity degrees from his Rolling Meadows 
home. 


Cruikshank has moved from the city 


and Is believed to be living in California, 
according to Rolling Meadows police. 


The warrant was issued by the Circuit 


Court of Cook County last week in con- 
nection with a ruling handed down by the 
court in December. 


Cruikshank, who operated Life Science 


College from his home at 2207 Cardinal 
Dr., was ordered by Judge Donald J, 
O'Brien to stop Issuing the degrees. He 
was also fined 12,000. 


Cruikshank said after the ruling the 


judgment was not valid because it was In 
ex-parte proceedings, or proceedings In 
which he was not present, handed down 
without his knowledge. He said at the 
time he Intended to contest tho ruling. 


THE COURT ruling stemmed from a 


suit filed aglnlst Cruikshank by Atty. 
Con. William Scott. The suit 
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sought to stop Cruikshank from contin- 
uing to confer the degrees. Scott's suit 
charged the degrees were being sent to 
persons who filled out applications for 
them along with a $25 fee. 


Scott also charged Cruikshank was op- 


erating a school not accredited by the 
office of the Illinois Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. Cruikshank contended 
he did not need the accreditation because 
he ran a religious school, but the attor- 
ney general's office said that was not the 
case. 


Judge O'Brien's decision found Cruik- 


shank guilty of violating the Illinois De- 
gree, Diploma and Certificate Act be- 
cause he issued divinity diplomas from a 
non-accredited school without prior in- 
struction to justify the diplomas.

16,54,57, 59,211 and 214.) 


NSSEO is requesting 
contributions 


from member school districts to pay for 
recreation equipment, landscaping and a 
canopy bus stop shelter. Each district's 
share of the $80,000 cost, he said, is to be 
determined by the district's average 


dally attendance and its assessed valu- 
ation. 


SOME OF THE SCHOOL systems, in- 


cluding 211, 54 and 59, have agreed to 
take their share out of operating funds 
they have on hand. 


NSSEO is asking other districts who do 


not have available funds to levy a special 
2-cent tax to collect their share. Under a 
special house bill, school districts can 
levy the two-cent tax without conducting 
a referendum, he said.

Health study 
guides for 
schools OKd 


Health curriculum guides for elementa- 


ry and junior high schools have been ap- 
proved by the Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dlst. 15 Board of Education. 


The new health curriculum guides will 


be submitted to the Illinois Office of the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction for 
approval. They must conform to guide- 
lines established In the Critical Health 
Problems and Comprehensive Health 
Education Act, passed by the state legis- 
lature in 1971. 


The new elementary health education 


program will be piloted at Cardinal 
Drive School In Rolling Meadows this 
school year. The following year it Is ex- 
pected to be taught at all elementary 
schools within the district 


The elementary health education pro- 


gram is designed to enable students .to 
translate what is known about health Into 
desirable individual and community be- 
havior patterns. The program is de- 
signed to provide sequential Instruction 
from kindergarten through sixth grade. 


AT THE ELEMENTARY level, the 


health curriculum is divided into five 
major areas. These are: physical health, 
Including nutrition, personal cleanliness 
and dental health; social health prob- 
lems, including drugs, alcohol and to- 
bacco; mental health, including human 
relations and sex education; environmen- 
tal and community health, including 
ecology, epidemiology and consumer- 
health; and education for survival, in-' 
eluding safety and first aid. 


The curriculum will be correlated with 


human relations, drug education, science 
and social studies programs at the 
school. 
' 


The junior high health education cur- 


riculum will be taught at the district's 
four junior high this school year. 


Seventh grade Instruction will include: 


drug use and abuse, mental health, hu- 
man ecology and health, human growth 
and development, human relations and 
sex education nutrition and public and 
environmental health.

canopy to protect students from bad 
weather as they wait for buses. 


Presently, there are no outside recrea-

Without a word of Hebrew or Arabic 
Basketball coaching in the Holy Land

Mike Burkcy's love for sports led him 


to coach basketball for junior high 
school boys — in Israel. 


During a tlmevut from coaching, Mike, 


21, camped on the Sinai Desert where ho 
mot the wandering Bedouins with (heir 
camels and flocks of sheep and goats. Ho 
picked cotton and oranges from dawn til 
dusk In Ilio fields near Tel Aviv and sang 
songs on his guitar to Jewish /and Arab 
children. 


Supported by several churches in tho 


Chicago area, Mike's mission was to 
learn as much as ho could about Israel, 
Its people and Biblical history for later 
seminars. And to boot, ho also was to 
coach basketball and a few other sports 
to young boys at a kibbutz. 


"1 ALWAYS HAVE been Interested In 


sports," said Mike, who was a student at 
tho Moody Blblo Institute In Chicago and 
Is currently director of the Lost and 
Found Coffee House, 2113 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. "A pro- 
fessor from the institute mentioned about 
mo going to Israel, to tho Holy Land, and 
that's how things got started. 


Lnst fall Mlko boarded tho plane and 


landed in Tel Aviv, not knowing the 
Hebrew language or a familiar face. But 
during his eight-month stay no learned to 
spoak some Hebrew and Arabic. He lived 
with several Arab and Israeli families 
and was "adopted" by a young Jewish 
couple at a kibbutz, tho Nctzer Sirlno. 


"There's a lot of history behind the old 


country," said Mike. "It was really 
thrilling to me that people wcro so na- 
tionally minded." 


"THEY (JEWS) arc so enthusiastic to 


have returned to a barren nothing of 
land," said Mike. "They built up this 
wholo land." 


Mlko lived and worked for more than 


half a year on a kibbutz, a collective 
farm or settlement that Is organized on a 
communal basis. "You give all that you 
can and receive only what you need." "I 
had no problems living there . . . just 
picked oranges and cotton," he said. 


However, Mlko did observe that there 


was a breakdown of the family structure 
In tho kubbutz. When a boy turns 13 
years old, ho Is considered a man, ho 
said. "Ho doesn't live with his parents 
anymore; ho lives In a cafeteria, a dor- 
mitory situation and hardly commu- 
nicates with his parents. 


"During tho day tho younger children 


are sent to tho children's home and tho 
parents leave for work," said Mlko. 
"And there's no submissive role of wom- 
en, not like there Is here." 


BESIDES WORK In tho community, 


Miko found time to take language 
classes, coach the young boys in basket- 
ball and help build cabins for a youth 
camp nearby. 


"I just wanted to learn about the 


people, to live with them and study tho 
doctrines of their beliefs," ho said. "I 
was adopted by kibbutz parents, Plni and 
Mazou, and they taught mo things to 
help mo. I was like a child growing up in 
a kibbutz and they were my parents — 
mine when I needed them. 


"The kibbutz Is everything. We grow 


our own food, have our own weddings 
and Friday night movies . . . when you 
leave the kibbutz you have nothing." 


But Mike noted that the young people 


arc going away from tho communal sites 
and seeking out other ways of life. "It's 
monotonous . . . working six days a 
week. 


"However, tho kibbutz is still there 


sinco the older members find It a "neces- 
sity" as they did 23 years ago when they 
gathered together for protection," he 
said. 


"TO REMAIN IN the kibbutz takes a 


very dedicated person or a very insecure 
person," said Mlko. "There's no mental 
responsibility." 


Whereas tho biggest problems with 


young people in the United States might 
bo drugs or sex, the greatest problem 
with young persons in Israel is self 
worth, according to Mike. "They have 
tho depressed attitude that tho day is a 
monotonous path. It's not the land of 
milk and honey as thoy say. On drugs, it 
might bo hash, but more Arabs use it 
than Jows because Jews arc so busy all 
of the time. 


"The Jewish people are a hardened 


people . . . some still had tatoood num- 
bers on their arms from concentration 
camp days. It takes months to win their 
friendship, but once you do you've got a 
friend for life. 


"Most of the people were friendly to 


me, but tourism is a main industry 
there. They look at the tourist as the guy 
with burmuda shorts and camera strap- 
ped around his neck." 


Arab hospitality is "insurpassable," 


according to Mike. "They arc always 
bending over backwards for you, espe- 
cially when eating a meal. Thoy want 
your eyes to be bigger than your stom- 
ach. If you finish all, they got insulted, 
but if you leave your plate half full, 
that's good, because you had stuffed 
yourself."

In harmony, but on the '»rder there's 
conflict, he said. "The Arabs had occu- 
pied Israel at one time, sometime be- 
tween 9000 and 2000 B.C.," he said. 
"Since then, the Arabs are coming back, 
even after losing battles with the Jews. 
It's like the American Indian situation 
here." 


Young persons, both men and women 


in the Israeli army, carry machlne-gufs 
on their shoulders, and are prepared for 
any confrontation, ho said.

The main 
purpose of the tour was that Mike was 
supported by various churches so that he 
can get facts for seminars he was to give 
after his trip. 


"I visited the archeologlcal digs be- 


cause I wanted to see with my own eyes 
how they (events) were taking place." 


MIKE TRAVELED to the Wailing 


Wall, where thousands of Jews pray each 
day. "People believed that the wall was 
tho Western wall of the Temple, which is 
to be rebuilt. But on Arab Mosque would 
bo where the temple was. After some 
digs underneath the wall, archeologlsts 
find that it may be the eastern wall, so 
the mosque won't be In the way at all." 


Ho traveled to Jericho and saw the 


crumbled walls where Joshua had his 
battle, according to the Bible, to the Gar- 
den Tomb where Christ is supposed to be 
buried and to the 3,000-year-old olive tree 
in the Garden of Gethsemane. 


"It's great to see the old establishment

"It's like putting some- 
thing in the bottom drawer and finding it 
again. The Bible . . . con be like fairy 
tales to me until something like this 
takes place."

caliber bullet as she left a high school 
class reunion with her sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Albertha Robinson, at the Tulsa VFW 
Hall. 


Police learned late last week of a new 


witness to the killing, one who had not 
previously been identified and who had a 
record Involving a shooting with a .22- 
caliber gun. They were hopeful Friday 
they had broken the case. 


BUT INVESTIGATOR D. A. Roberts, 


in charge of the case, said Sunday morn- 
Ing the man had agreed to take a pol- 
ygraph test later this week, which would 
indicate he had nothing to fear. Also, 
Roberts said, ballistics tests of the bullet 
which killed Mrs. Burts Indicated it did 
not come from the suspect's gun. 


Now, Roberts said, he has a few "mis- 


cellaneous and assorted leads, but they 
don't look promising." 


Among the other leads is verification 


there were more witnesses to the shoot- 
ing than have previously come forward. 
But Roberts said he had been unable to 
identify them or determine their exact 
location when Mrs. Burts was killed. 


Mrs. Burts and her sister-in-law were 


standing next to a car In which three 
persons were riding. The driver of the 
other auto had stopped to ask directions 
to another party In which the reunion 
celebration was to continue, Roberts 
said. The reunion was for Mrs. Robin- 
son's graduating class from Booker T. 
Washington High School, Tulsa. 


"I have been able to verify there were 


other people leaving at the same time in 
the vicinity," Roberts said. Reports in- 
dlcate they were at the other end of the 
parking lot, he added. 


ROBERTS STILL has been unable to 


find a motive for the killing. "I can see 
no reason why anybody would want to 
shoot her," he said. 


He Is considering the possibility that 


the shot was fired randomly, either as an 
accidental discharge or towards the 
people but not intended for any particu- 
lar person. Also, he said, there Is the 
"possibility of some psychopath just fir- 
Ing at somebody he didn't know." 


Although Roberts said he had sched- 


uled activities through Sunday checking 
Into the "miscellaneous leads," he 
added, "right now it (the investigation) 
is just not looking very well." 


Mrs. Burts lived at 1412 Allison Ln., 


Schaumburg. Survivors include her hus- 
band and two sons, Brandon, 8, and 
Christopher, 2%, who were in the Chi- 
cago area during the shooting, police 
now say. Mrs. Burts was visiting rela- 
tives hi Tulsa.

Tenants organized In mid-July when 


there was no evidence of pool construc- 
tion, although the facility was due for 
completion by May. 


Spokesman Steven Cool, co-chairman 


of the tenants union, contends that the 
facilities were promised verbally by 
rental agents, advertised hi roadside dis-

Gabros' apartment was damaged 
by a combined storm and sewer water 
backup to early July. Management has 
made some repairs, but the apartment 
still bears signs of the flood, he said. 


"Everytlme it rains, water comes into

The subjects of their Investigations are 


the rolls local officials may have played 
In zoning allocations and special consid- 
eration concerning building permits, the 
reports say. And a handful of other sub- 
urban villages, Including Hanover Park, 
orb thrown Into the coffer. 


Following the metropolitan media, you 


figure It's now time to speculate about 
tho specifics of any indictments in- 
volving local officials until the end of Au- 
gust when charges may be announced. 


BUT POSSIBILITIES of where the in- 


vcstlgatlons center shouldn't bo too tough 
to figure for people who follow local 
news with any regularity. 


In Schaumburg, charges could surface 


from toning for apartments being grant- 
ed next to properly on Schaumburg Road 
where Rush-Prosbytcrlan-St. Luke's will 
will build Its branch hospital. Ward 
Weaver's role as ono-tlmc chairman of 
tho hospital committee, his official ca- 
pacity with Schaumburg State Bank and

Big improvements for Kirk Center

Improvements totaling $80,000 to the 


Samuel Kirk Center arc planned with tho 
cooperation of the 10 area school districts 
that contribute to tho funding of the 
school for handicapped children In Pala- 
tine. 


The Kirk Center, 520 S. Plum Grove 


Rd., was built by the Northwest Subur- 
ban Spclcal Education Organization 
(NSSEO), a cooperative established In 
1962 to educate handicapped children. 


(Tho cooperative includes Northwest 


suburban school districts 21, 15, 23, 25, 
16,54,57, 59,211 and 214.) 


NSSEO is requesting contributions 


from member school districts to pay for 
recreation equipment, landscaping and a 
canopy bus stop shelter. Each district's 
shore of the $80,000 cost, he said, Is to be 
determined by the district's average 
dally attendance and its assessed valu- 
ation. 


SOME OF THE SCHOOL systems, in- 


cluding 211, 54 and 59, have agreed to 
take their share out of operating funds 
they have on hand. 


NSSEO is asking other districts who do 


not have available funds to levy a special 
2-cent tax to collect their share. Under a 
special house bill, school districts can 
levy the two-cent tax without conducting 
a referendum, he said. 


"What we're trying to do is complete 


some of the things that were proposed as 
part of the original plan for the center, 
but just couldn't be done at the time be- 
cause of a lack of funds," he said/ "We 
built the center, but had no money left 
over for site work and playground equip- 
ment." 


Wightman said NSSEO hopes to land- 


scape the grounds of the school, Install 
swings, climbing apparatus and a base- 
ball diamond, fencing and construct a 
canopy to protect students from bad 
weather as they wait for buses. 


Presently, there arc no outside recrea- 


tion facilities at the school, although 
there is a large indoor multi-purpose 
room with equipment and space for com- 
petitive games. 


IN ADDITION TO the funds from dis- 


tricts 211, 54 and 59, Wightman said 
NSSEO has been assured of monies from 
districts 26 and 15. Dist. 15, he said, will 
wait to decide whether or not to levy the 


two-cent tax until bids arc in on the 
scheduled improvements. 


"We don't expect to exceed $80,000," 


Wightman said, "but right now, all wo 
have arc estimates." 


Wightman said he is pleased with the 


school district's response to the NSSEO 
request for funds. 


"The 10 districts are very proud of the 


Kirk Center," he said. "We have just a 
marvelous response to our request. Most 
of the districts have said they've won- 
dered why wo waited so long to ask for 
the money."

Zoners unanimously reject 
annexation for apartments 


The Mount Prospect Zoning Board of 


Appeals has unanimously rejected an 
apartment complex the mayor and vil- 
lage board want annexed to the village. 


The village board last month asked 


Richard Fanslow to seek annexation (or 
his 06 almost completed apartments at 
S24 E. Algonquin Rd. Although the vil- 
lage had fought construction of the apart- 
mcnta In the past, It was decided to an- 
nex the property to prevent Citizens Util- 
ity Co. from expanding Its water lines In 
the area. 


Mayor Robert D. Telchcrt said Friday 


tho apartments would be hooked up to 
the village's water and sewer lines 
whether or not they are annexed. 


If they arc not annexed, a service con- 


tract will be drawn up. Using such con- 
tracts, tho village already serves homes 
In the Lake Brlarwood subdivision and 
tho Tlmbcrlake Village Apts., both of 
which are outside tho village. 


Tho new connections have not been 


made yet, although engineering plans for 
tho connections arc proceeding. 


THE ZONING BOARD rejected Fan- 


slow's apartments In a 6-0 vote Thursday 
because of high density, too little parking 
and too little open space. 


Board chairman Carolyn Krause last 


week said, "The board just couldn't find 
any benefit at this stage to Mount Pros- 
pect." She explained she meant that 
since the project was almost completed, 
there was no room for compromise or 
changes to make the complex conform 
more with village standards. 


As Mrs. Krause summed up the 


board's attitude, she said they found 
Fanslow's complex to be "a totally ob- 
jectionable project" for which Fanslow 
"didn't even try to present any benefit" 
to tho village. 


Telchcrt has said he considers the vil- 


lage in direct competition with Citizens 
Utility in tho area south of the village 
and is against any expansion by Citizens 
of Its water and sewer lines. 


Tho mayor would like the village to 


buy out Citizens in the southside some- 


day and feels it is "silly" to let the utili- 
ty company expand and thereby increase 
its ultimate purchase price. 


ALSO, IF THE property were annexed, 


the village could gain some measure of 
flood control on the complex site, Tel- 
chert said. 


Last October the village plan commis- 


sion, which has since yielded its zoning 
power to the zoning board of appeals, re- 
jected Fanslow's apartments mainly be- 
cause of density. 


Since the apartments were being built 


anyway under Cook County jurisdiction, 
the village board felt the apartments 
might as well be annexed. 


Some six years ago, Mount Prospect 


and Arlington Heights both unsuccessful- 
ly fought the rezoning of Fanslow's prop- 
erty before the Cook County Zoning 
Board of Appeals and In the courts. 


The rezoning and annexation appli- 


cations will now go to the village board's 
building committee for study and ulti- 
mately to the village board for a deci- 
sion. 


Legal action threatened 
over Swan Lake project

just north of St. Alphonsus Catholic 
Church, almost half of the 39.5 acre site 
Is In the flood plain and unsuitable for 
building. 


Developers, however, have used the 


entire acreage of tho site to compute the 
number of apartment units allowable by 
village ordinance. 


"BY PUTTING In this kind of density, 


what you are doing Is putting In 624 units 
on a few acres and the rest Is parking 
with a small green space In the center," 
said Gerald Page, 309 E. Kcnllworth 
Ave., Prospect Heights. "This is not In 
keeping with the character of the neigh- 
borhood." 


Members of the plan commission had 


previously noted tho problems caused by 
the high density of apartments on a 
small amount of usable land. However, 
Herb Lortz, chairman of the commission 
said the commission had little legal pow- 
er to stop the development If It met vil- 
lage codes. 


Page, on the other hand, said lawyers

"There are 
planned developments that take into ac- 
count the surrounding area," he said. 
"We just don't feel there has been 
enough time and study devoted to this." 


If the development is built according to 


current plans, Page said "each end 
would become an asphalt jungle. If they 
want to build in the flood plain, this is 
their problem and not the residents'." 


Jack GUllgan of the PHIA raised ques- 


tions about several village ordinances 
which he said were violated by present 
plans. One of the ordinances governs the 
procedure Involved with public-use desig- 
nations for school-park sites. 


School Dlst. 21 has reserved eight 


acres of land for a school site on the 
Swan Lake property. The district has one 
year from the time final plans are ap- 
proved to either buy the land or release 
its claim to the site. 


GILLIGAN POINTED out that the 


eight acre site must be designated on the 
plans and included In the density calcu- 
lations for the project. Developers, how- 
ever, argued that If the school site is des- 
ignated In their plans, It will not be con- 
sidered part of their planned devel- 
opment. Thus, plans for the property 
would not be approved, and therefore the 
one-year limit would not apply. 


Members of the plan commission said 


they would have to consult the village 


attorney for an opinion on the problem. 


Page questioned another ordinance 


that states any rezoning becomes void if 
developers do not begin construction 
within two years. Since zoning for Swan 
Lake was approved in February, 1971, 
the apartment zoning may no longer ap- 
ply to the property. 


Plan commission members noted, how- 


ever, that the ordinance governing the 
two-year time limit was passed In 1972. 
They said they would have to check with 
the attorney to find out if the ordinance 
Is retroactive to the Swan Lake zoning. 


GILLIGAN ALSO questioned flood con- 


trol problems that might result from the 
development. He said the proposed reten- 
tion lake would be on-stream retention 
created by widening the creek, a method 
which he said is not viewed as effective 
by many engineers. 


A natural resources report from the 


North Cook County Water and Soil Con- 
servation District also pointed out the 
problems of on-stream retention. The re- 
port further noted that slltation, up- 
stream flooding and a downstream haz- 
ard might result from the proposed re- 
tention plans. 


Members of the plan commission ta- 


bled discussion of the matter until Aug. 
23 so they could obtain a legal opinion 
from the village attorney on the various 
village ordinances.

Saturdays are "dog days" for partici- 


pants In the Prospect Heights Park Dis- 
trict dog obedience class. 


Each weekend, dogs ranging from 


Yorkshire Terriers to St. Bernards con- 
gregate in an open field in Lions Park to 
learn the basics of obedience. Their own- 
ers are between the ages of 9 and 15. 


While bringing together 12 canines of 


varying sizes and dispositions could lead 
to trouble, dog trainer Don Brinker said 
he has had few problems. 


"The dogs have been pretty good in 


general. The first day everybody wanted 
to go see everybody else, but they've set- 
tled down since then," he said. 


BRINKER CITES one incident where a 


St. Bernard was chased Into an adjacent 
field by one of the smallest dogs in the 
class. The larger dog was eventually per- 
suaded to rejoin the class — but only 
after he spent half the period watching 
from a nearby weed patch. 


Brinker drills his class in basic heeling 


and recalls, working Individually with 
each dog and owner. 


"Basically, we're after obedience — 


working so the dog stays at your side 
and automatically stops when you stop," 
he said. "We're trying to get the dog 
used to other dogs and people so a child 
can walk him down the street without a' 
major problem." 


Each lesson begins with the owners 


walking their dogs in a circle around 
Brinker. Some of the small dogs — ter-

Inddviduallzatlon. If you're a parent 


with .young children, you've probably 
heard this word a great deal In the last 
few years. 


Individualized learning — teaching 


children according to their own individ- 
ual needs and talents — has become the 
new catchword of the educational world. 
School districts have adopted the method 
as the new goal of education. 


Despite the change to more individ- 


ualized learning, however, there is one 
school that has found individuallzation is 
not necessarily the answer for all stu- 
dents. 


AT ST. JOHN Lutheran School In 


Mount Prospect, the staff and adminis- 
tration feel that there are some students 
who just cannot handle working in such a 
free-wheeling atmosphere. 


St. John established an individualized 


program about two years ago. "In the 
beginning, when our current curriculum 
was established, it was determined that 
we should be as Individualized as pos- 
sible in reading, spelling, English and 
math," said Warren Ford, principal of 
the school "We felt that this would help 


us show concern for Individual talents. 
At the same time, religion, science, so- 
cial studies, music, art and physical 
eduation remained basically whole group 
- activities to provide our pupils with the 
necessary peer group interaction." 


"As we worked in the program, how- 


ever," Ford said, "we saw that some 
children did not react as well as they 
could have in an individualized program. 
Individualization is not for everybody. 
Either they're not gifted enough, not 
motivated enough or not responsible 
enough to work without designated as- 
signments. 


"At the same time, we realized that 


some students were ready for an even 
more responsible program." 


TO REMEDY the inequity for those 


students who couldn't handle the greater 
responsibility of an individual program, 
the staff at St. John this year will launch 
a new scheduling program called track- 
Ing. 


The term "tracking" has traditionally 


had a bad connotation in the educational 
world. At one time, It referred to placing 
students on certain levels they bad to fol- 


low all through their school careers. The 
biggest problem with this system was 
that children who were wrongly placed in 
a certain level had an almost Impossibly 
time changing to another level if their 
progress increased. 


To do away with this Inequity, the staff 


at St. John has built a system of flexibil- 
ity into their new tracking program. If a 
student shows that he or she can function 
In one level better than another, he or 
she will be able to move to that new lev- 
el. 


THE THREE levels that make up the 


new system are designated as track "G" 
for students who are grouped together; 
track "I" for those who will stay in a 
basically individualized situation and 
track "S" for those students who can 
schedule some of their classes on their 
own. 


Placing a child in the track G and I 


categories does not mean that he or she 
is any le«s bright than those in the S 
track. "Some pretty bright children just 
have to be pretty constantly pushed to 
use their native Intelligence," Ford said. 
"Some children work better in groups." 


Though the children will probably real- 


ize before long why they are being 
placed in certain categories, Ford said 
he doesn't think the students will be dis- 
appointed to be placed back into group 
work. "The G is not a put-down," Ford 
said. "We're just putting everyone where 
we think they belong." 
: 


Ford said he thinks the students will 


understand the grouping because of the 
smallness of the school and the commu- 
nication that has gone on beforehand 
with students and parents. 


BEFORE A decision was made on the 


new tracking system, the teachers and 
administration discussed it for a long 
time among themselves. Then the school 
board considered the matter for several 
months before it was presented to the 
parents' association. 


According to Ford, there was no nega- 


tive criticism when the plan was pre- 
sented to the parents, so In September, 
the tracking system will be fully in use. 


"I think this is really going to be a 


benefit to the students in high school," 
Ford said. "I think this is really going to 
be better preparation." 
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Improvements planned 
for Samuel Kirk Center

Improvements totaling $80,000 to the 


Samuel Kirk Center arc planned with the 
cooperation of the 10 area school districts 
that contribute to the funding of the 
school for handicapped children In Pala- 
tine. 


The Kirk Center, 520 S. Plum Grove 
M, was built by the Northwest Subur- 
ban 
Spclcal Education Organization 


(NSSEO), a cooperative established In 
1962 to educate handicapped children. 


(The cooperative includes Northwest 


suburban school districts 21, 15, 23, 25, 
IB. 54,57,50,211 and 214.) 


NSSEO Is requesting contributions 


from member school districts to pay for 
recreation equipment, landscaping and a 
canopy bus stop shelter. Each district's 
share of the $80,000 cost, he said, Is to bo 
determined by the district's average 
dally attendance and its assessed valu- 
ation. 


SOME OF* THE SCHOOL systems, in- 


cluding 211, 54 and 59, have agreed to 
take their share out of operating funds 
they have on hand. 


NSSEO is asking other districts who do 


not have available funds to levy a special 
2-cent tax to collect their share. Under a 
special house bill, school districts con 
levy the two-cent tax without conducting 
u referendum, ho said. 


"What we're trying to do Is complete 


some of the things that were proposed as 
part of the original plan for the center, 
but just couldn't bo done at the time be- 
cause of a lack of funds," he said. "\Vo 
built the center, but had no money left 
over for site work and playground equip- 
ment." 


Wlghtman said NSSEO hopes to land- 


scape the grounds of the school, Install 
swings, climbing apparatus and a base- 
ball diamond, fencing and construct a 
canopy to protect students from bad 
weather as they wait for buses. 


Presently, there arc no outside recrea- 


tion facilities at the school, although 
there Is a largo Indoor multi-purpose 
room with equipment and space for com- 
petitive games. 


IN ADDITION TO the funds from dis- 


tricts 211, 54 and 59, Wlghtman said 
NSSEO his been assured of monies from 
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districts 26 and 15. Dlst. 15, he said, will 
wait to decide whether or not to levy the 
two-cent tax until bids are In on the 
scheduled improvements. 


"We don't expect to exceed $80,000," 


Wlghtman said, "but right now, all we 
have are estimates." 


Wlghtman said he Is pleased with the 


school district's response to the NSSEO 
request for funds. 


"The 10 districts arc very proud of the 


Kirk Center," he said. "We have just a 
marvelous response to our request. Most 
of the districts have said they've won- 
dered why we waited so long to ask for 
the money." 


Construction of the center began In 


1070 and the first phase of the complex 
that Included 23 classrooms, a diagnostic 
center, health resources center and ad- 
ministration unit was completed in 1971. 


AN ADDITIONAL 10 classrooms, a 


pre-vocational wing, therapy pool, cafe- 
teria and two-room model home were 
added to the school last year. 


The center Is a special school for chil- 


dren who are tralnablo mentally handi- 
capped (a child with a severe learning 
problem that prevents him from partici- 
pating in a general education program) 
and multiple handicapped children (those 
with a physical and mental handicap). 
Before the center was built, most of 
these children were educated in the pub- 
lic schools. 


The center is named for Kirk, an out- 


standing educator, the recipient of eight 
awards for his work In special education.

Danger of serious flooding 
from Swan Lake, says report 


by LVNN ASINOF 


Swan Lake, a 824-unit apartment proj- 


ect proposed for southern Wheeling, may 
cause serious flooding and slltatlon prob- 
lems along McDonald Creek, according 
to a report from the North Cook County 
Soil and Water Conservation District. 


Developers arc planning to provide 


storm water retention for their project 
by enlarging McDonald Creek, which 
runs through the middle of the property. 
The lake created by this enlargement 
would provide storm water storage and 
be used for recreational purposes. 


The property Is located on Wheeling 


Road just north of St. Alphonsus Catholic 
Church. 


In a natural resource report on the proj- 


ect, the conservation district recom- 
mended that great care be taken in ap- 
proving the project. "In this case, the 
North Cook County Soil and Water Con- 
servation District board would like to 
emphasize that the problems are of a 
serious nature, and can only be over- 
come with the most careful planning and 
at considerable expense." 


THE FIRST problem discussed In the 


report Is caused by the on-stream reten- 
tion proposed by developers. The report 
stated many engineers do not feel such 


retention Is effective, and further noted 
that "water quality would very likely bo 
very inferior and situations would prob- 
ably be a constant problem." 


Moreover, the report stated that a 


weir-type dam proposed for the retention 
lake might cause serious problems along 
the creek. "It Is the feeling of this board 
that plans as outlined by the developers 
may create a downstream hazard when 
the dam is constructed and may also 
create additional flooding upstream," the 
report reads. 


Developers from the First American 


Development Co. noted that there is cur- 
rently a controversy over the effective- 
ness of on-stream retention. Ralph Stoet- 
zcl said many engineers favor this math- 
od white others oppose it. 


"We have an outside engineer, and I 


believe he has talked to your village en- 
gineer," he told the plan commission 
Thursday. "I believe that the two are in 
agreement that on stream storage is gen- 
erally looked upon as better than any 
other kind. This group apparently would 
like to dispute this." 


THE CONSERVATION district's report 


said the proposed retention basin would 
also create problems in maintaining the 
quality of water In the lake. The report 
states that nutrients washed into the lake

ricrs and poodles — take small mincing 
steps, stopping frequently to sniff at the 
grass.

At first, it may sound like the old Im-

lington Heights' landfill will be one of the 
most popular and diversified recreation 
areas In the village. 


Skeet shooting, a beginners ski slope, 


archery, Ice skating and hiking are Just 
a few of the possibilities for the SB-acre 
landfill site located at Nichols and Schoe- 
fcr roads, 


Arlington Heights closed its landfill 


Juno 1st when the cost of new controls 
Imposed by the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency and the need for fur- 
ther excavation made it more economic- 
al, at least temporarily, to haul to neigh- 
boring private landfills. 


SINCE THE last load of trash was 


dumped In June, heavy tractors have 
been rounding the contours and pro-

Once this Is done, the landfill will lie 


dormant, perhaps never again to be re- 
opened for garbage dumping. 


"Hopefully, we will get our hands on it 


and be able to make some use of it," 
says Tom Thornton, director of parks 
and recreation for the Arlington Heights 
Park District. 


Thornton sold It has always been his 


understanding that the landfill would be 
converted to recreational use once it was 
no longer needed for garbage disposal. 


No master plan for the site has yet 


been developed, but certain individual 
uses, such as skeet shooting and archery, 
have been investigated, he said. 


SKIING AT the landfill would be a 


much bigger project, too big to get un- 
derway this winter, according to Thorn- 
ton. 


"A snow-making machine and a rope 


tow would be too expensive to get on 
short notice," he sold, adding that skiing 
on the landfill would be for beginners 
and not of a calibre that would compete 
with private ski slopes. 


If he were sure the park district was 


going to get the use of the landfill, 
Thornton says he would recommend hir- 
ing an architect to draw up a master 
plan for the site. 


But Assistant Village Mgr. Darryl Ken- 


nlng says he doubts the village is ready 
now to turn the land over to the park 
district for anything but temporary facil- 
ities. 


"I think we will want to keep it (the 


landfill) at a point whore It can be re- 
opened if we need It at some time In the 
future," Kenning sold. 


THE CLOSING of private landfills or 


the development of new trash disposal 
methods were two reasons Kenning cited 
why the village may someday want to 
reopen the landfill. 


In the interim, a small nursery, shared 


by both the park district and the village 
might be developed, he suggested. 


"We're hoping that the garbage trucks 


are never going back in there," says 
Thornton. 


Two years ago, Arlington Heights 


Planner Joe Kesler presented a futuristic 
model of the landfill with tennis courts, a 
ski slope complete with chair lift, tree- 
lined trails and a 20,000-seat amphithea- 
ter. 


"That plan had some good ideas, al- 


though I don't think the landfill could be 
developed in exactly that way," Thorn- 
ton said. 


BRIDLE PATHS, botanical gardens 


and even a pond for small boats were 
also Included in Kesler's model. 


Right now the landfill is being made 


"a little presentable," in the words of 
Public Works Director Gene Willroth. He 
described the current activity as "bal- 
ancing the land" in preparation for seed- 
Ing later this fall. 


In Its heyday, the Arlington Heights 


landfill was a $250,000 annual operation. 
Today, the mountain of trash and gar- 
bage is being returned to a "natural" 
state. Tomorrow It might be renamed 
Laseke Park.

Supported by several churches in. the 


Chicago area, Mike's mission was to 
learn as much as he could about Israel, 
its people and Biblical history for later 
seminars. And to boot, he also was to 
coach basketball and a few other sports 
to young boys at a kibbutz. 


"I ALWAYS HAVE been interested hi 


sports," said Mike, who was a student at 
the Moody Bible Institute in Chicago and 
is currently director of the Lost and 
Found Coffee House, 2113 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. "A pro- 
fessor from the institute mentioned about 
me going to Israel, to the Holy Land, and 
that's how things got started. 


Last fall Mike boarded the plane and 


landed in Tel Aviv, not knowing the 
Hebrew language or a familiar face. But 
during his eight-month stay be learned to 
speak some Hebrew and Arabic. He lived 
with several Arab and Israeli families 
and was "adopted" by a young Jewish 
couple at a kibbutz, the Netzer Slrlne. 


"There's a lot of history behind the old 


country," said Mike. "It was really 
thrilling to me that people were so na- 
tionally minded." 


"THEY (JEWS) are so enthusiastic to 


have returned to a barren nothing of 
land," said Mike. "They built up this 
whole land." 


Mike lived and worked for more than 


half a year on a kibbutz, a collective 
farm or settlement that is organized on a 
communal basis. "You give all that you 
can and receive only what you need." "I 
had no problems living there . . . Just 
picked oranges and cotton," he said. 


However, Mike did observe that there 


was a breakdown of the family structure 
in the kubbutz. When a boy turns 13 


years old, he is considered a man, he 
said. "He doesn't live with his parents 
anymore; he lives in a cafeteria, a dor- 
mitory situation and hardly commu- 
nicates with his parents. 


"During the day the younger children 


are sent to the children's home and the 
parents leave for work," said Mike. 
"And there's no submissive role of wom- 
en, not like there Is here." 


BESIDES WORK in the community, 


Mike found time to take language 
classes, coach the young boys hi basket- 
ball and help build cabins for a youth 
camp nearby. 


"I Just wanted to learn about the 


people, to live with them and study the 
doctrines of their beliefs," he said. "I 
was adopted by kibbutz parents, Pint and 
Mazou, and they taught me things to 
help me. I was like a child growing up in 
a kibbutz and they were my parents — 
mine when I needed them. 


"The kibbutz is everything. We grow 


our own food, have our own weddings 
and Friday night movies . . . when you 
leave the kibbutz you have nothing." 


But Mike noted that the young people 


are going away from the communal sites 
and seeking out other ways of life. "It's 
monotonous . . . working six days a 
week. 


"However, the kibbutz Is still there 


since the older members find it a "neces- 
sity" as they did 25 years ago when they 
gathered together for protection," be 
said. 


"TO REMAIN IN the kibbutz takes a 


very dedicated person or a very Insecure 
person," said Mike. "There's no mental 
responsibility." 


Whereas the biggest problems with 


young people in the United States might 
be drugs or sex, the greatest problem 
with young persons in Israel is self 
worth, according to Mike. "They have 
the depressed attitude that the day is a 
monotonous path. It's not the land of 
milk and honey as they say. On drugs, it 
might be bash, but more Arabs use it 
than Jews because Jews are so busy aU 
of the time. 


"The Jewish people are a hardened 


people ... some sun had tatooed num- 


bers on their arms from concentration 
camp days. It takes months to win their 
friendship, but once you do you've gota 
friend for life. 


"Most of the people were friendly to 


me, but tourism is a main industry 
there. They look at the tourist as the guy 
with burmuda shorts and camera strap- 
ped around his neck." 


Arab hospitality is "insurpassable,"

Shopper survey

,000 in improvements 


scheduled for Kirk Center

Improvements totaling $80,000 to the 


Samuel Kirk Center are planned with the 
cooperation of the 10 area school districts 
that contribute to the funding of the 
school for handicapped children in Pala- 
tine. 


The Kirk Center, 520 S. Plum Grove 


Rd., was built by the Northwest Subur- 
ban Spclcal Education Organization 
(NSSEO), a cooperative established in 
1962 to educate handicapped children. 


(The cooperative includes Northwest 


suburban school districts 21, 15, 23, 25, 
16, 54,57,59,211 and 214.) 


NSSEO is requesting contributions 


from member school districts to pay for 
recreation equipment, landscaping and a 
canopy bus stop shelter. Each district's 
share of the $80,000 cost, he said, is to be 
determined by the district's average 
daily attendance and its assessed valu- 
ation. 


SOME OF THE SCHOOL systems, in- 


cluding 211, 54 and 59, have agreed to 
take their share out of operating funds 
they have on hand. 


NSSEO is asking other districts who do 


not have available funds to levy a special 
2-cent tax to collect their share. Under a 
special house bill, school districts can 
levy the two-cent tax without conducting 
a referendum, he said. 


"What we're trying to do Is complete 


some of the things that were proposed as 
part of the original plan for the center, 
but just couldn't be done at the time be- 
cause of a lack of funds," he said. "We 
built the center, but had no money left 
over for site work and playground equip- 
ment." 


Wightman said NSSEO hopes to land- 


scape the grounds of the school, install 


swings, climbing apparatus and a base- 
ball diamond, fencing and construct a 
canopy to protect students from bad 
weather as they wait tor buses. 


Presently, there arc no outside recrea- 


tion facilities at the school, although 
there is a large Indoor multi-purpose 
room with equipment and space for com- 
petitive games. 


IN ADDITION TO the funds from dis- 


tricts 211, 54 and 59, Wightman said 
NSSEO has been assured of monies from 
districts 26 and 15. Dist. 15, he said, will 
wait to decide whether or not to levy the 
two-cent tax until bids are in on the 
scheduled Improvements. 


"We don't expect to exceed $80,000," 


Wightman said, "but right now, all we 
have are estimates." 


Wightman said he Is pleased with the 


school district's response to the NSSEO 
request for funds. 


"The 10 districts are very proud of the 


Kirk Center," he said. "We have just a 
marvelous response to our request. Most

don't bother the Arabs In Israel," he 
added. "They live together and walk side 
by side." 


Breaking off from the kibbutz, Mike

MIKE TRAVELED to the Wailing

"It's like putting some- 
thing in the bottom drawer and finding it 
again. The Bible ... can be like fairy 
tales to me until something like this 
takes place." 


Mike Is now the director of the Lost 


and Found Coffee House. He is the only 
full-time paid employe in the non-profit 
organization which provides youth coun- 
seling. The rest of his staff consists of 
volunteers. 


"MOST OF THE KIDS who come to us 


are lonely," said Mike. "They don't know 
why they're involved. We show people, 
by getting them socially involved ... so 
they can find happiness." 


Mike also works with referrals from 


area police and works with parents. "I 
don't want the kid going back to the 
same environmental setting. 


"I've got long hours ... I get up at 6 


In the morning and don't go to sleep until 
one or two," said Mike. "And sometimes 
I get calls at three or four in the morn- 
ing." Mike lives at the coffee house, an 
old two-story wood-frame house that had 
been brightly painted and decorated in- 
side. "I live here," he said, "because 
this is a 24-hour job."

The center Is named for Kirk, an out-

Hospital site inquiry 
tied to second probe? 


A News Analysis 


A federal investigation of Schaumburg 


officials announced last week may be 
linked to a probe of former Schaumburg 
State Bank president Ward Weaver's role 
in a 1971 zoning deal in which the village 
obtained a hospital site in return for high 
density zoning. 


On July 31, The Herald carried a story 


reporting the Weaver investigation based 
on information obtained from sources in 
the U. S. Justice Department In Chicago. 


The search has concentrated on the 


methods used to obtain a 20-acre 
Schaumburg Road site on which Rush- 
Prcsbytcrian-St. Luke's Medical Center 
plans to build a 180-bed facility. 


THE LAND WAS donated to RPSL by 


J. Emit Anderson and Sons. It is just 
west of a 57-acre tract on which the de- 
veloper was granted zoning for 567 apart- 
ment units. 


Weaver, indicted on federal charges 


last year, was chairman of a village 
committee responsible for developing a 
hospital in Schaumburg. 


A. Harold Anderson, of the development 


firm, is reported to have substantial inter 
cst in Schaumburg State Bank where he 
served as a director from 1966 to last 
year. 


Also connected with the bank, was 


Paul Brandel, part-owner of the Schaum- 
burg Road land and active as a director 
of several Chicago-area hospitals. He 
was reportedly Involved in the 1971 zon- 
ing transaction. 


THOUGH HERALD stories identify 


Weaver as hospital committee chairman 
until after June, 1971, he last month de- 
nied involvement in the land negotiations 
and said he had been replaced as head of 
the committee in 1970. 


A Justice Department 
spokesman 


recently refused to confirm or deny that 
an investigation is in progress con- 
cerning the land donation and subsequent 
zoning action. 


However, another reliable U.S. gov- 


ernment source indicated the govern- 
ment is attempting to learn if any im- 
proper influence was exerted by a devel- 
oper to obtain zoning. 


MAYOR ROBERT 0. Atcher expresses 


surprise Friday on learning of the report- 
ed investigation.

and I, frankly, know nothing at all about 
it," Atcher said. 


He suggested that investigations of this 


type usually occur "after someone has 
done some complaining about things they 
feel have gone amiss In a community." 


Atcher said that such complaints could 


have been instigated by a "vindictive" 
loser in a recent election campaign. 
"But, then again, who knows," he added. 


HOWEVER, ATCHER rejected the 


idea of a federal investigation into Weav- 
er's port in the Anderson zoning case. 


"Ward Weaver played no role In this 


or any other zoning matter," Atcher 
said. He explained that Weaver had nev- 
er been chairman of the hospital com- 
mittee but may have given that impres- 
sion. 


The mayor said that in 1966, Weaver 


offered to make some contacts con- 
cerning establishment of a hospital in the 
community. 


He indentified Mrs. Raymond Kessell, 


wife of the village trustee, as the only 
"bona fide chairman" of the comimttee. 


"It would be amazing to me if this con- 


cerns his (Weaver) because he has never 
had anything to do with either the hospi- 
tal or any land zoning in Schaumburg 
ever," he said. 


BOTH RAY KESSELL, a senior 


trustee, and Herb Aigner, now in his sec- 
ond term, also said they have not been 
contacted regarding the investigation 
and have no information on it 


Weaver's trial on charges of conspiring 


to falsify bank records has been contain- 
ed until the end of September. 


He has pled not guilty to the charges. 


Erwln D. Costing, former president of 
the Bank of Claredon Hills, indicted with 
Weaver, has pled guilty. Costing Is ex- 
pected to testify as a government witness 
at the Weaver trial.
